Board of Selectmen 


I am happy to report that Falmouth’s status is sound and its future looks bright. The Board of Selectmen 
continues to work through the challenges that growth brings to a community. We look to continue to 
provide environmental stewardship in preserving the great natural resources we have, while being ever 
watchful of the financial stability of the town. The tax rate for fiscal year 2006 is under $5.50, while 
Falmouth’s total property value ranks in the top 10 in the state. 


Falmouth’s greatest asset continues to be its citizens. Volunteerism in our schools is outstanding. The 
quality and number of people who serve on town committees, civic and village groups are the true strength 
of our community. The Town’s employees continue to be innovative and more efficient. The economy 
continues to grow with our main streets bustling year round. The service industry, home based employees 
and businesses that serve our growing town are thriving. The scientific institutions continue not only as 
major employers but also as contributors to a wealth of pride and a resource to our town. The Board of 
Selectmen has instituted the Committee Liaison Program this year, to open better communication channels 
with the many people who serve our community. 


The Board of Selectmen welcomes its newest member, Catherine Bumpus, and thanks long time selectman, 
Troy Clarkson, for his many years of service. The Board is diverse and respectful of each member’s 
opinions and constituencies. While the Board does not always agree, we do work well together and provide 
representation to all our citizens. We continue to be accessible and open minded to the people who elect 
us. Robert Whritenour, the Town Administrator, and Heather Harper, the Assistant Town Administrator, 
work well with the Board in managing the day-to-day operation of the Town while helping us map a plan 
for Falmouth’s future. 


The proliferation of State Chapter 40B housing projects is a challenge to the Town. While the affordable 
housing is valuable, the number, density and location of the projects continue to be a problem. We 
continue to work with the Zoning Board of Appeals, the Conservation Commission, and the Planning 
Board to contain the size, scope and location of these projects. 


Water quality, both drinking water and the quality of the water in our coastal ponds, will continue to be a 
focus of our future planning. The development of a plan to sewer areas near our coastal ponds is of the 
utmost importance. We have already purchased properties for the treatment and discharge of the affluent. 
We are now moving forward working to get town wide consensus on areas that need sewer projects and 
how to pay for them. 


We continue to look for new sources of income other than property taxes. In the past year we have 
modernized our fee structure. With the demand on town services by our increasing population and state 
and federal mandates, we will face the challenge of how to pay for town services in the near future. The 
Board is ever mindful of the responsibility the citizens place in us in managing your tax dollar. 


We thank all who continue to make Falmouth a wonderful town and look forward to our future together.

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It is my pleasure to submit to the Town my annual report for the calendar year 2005. This past year was an 
extremely active period of time for our Town government. The issues and challenges we have faced have 
been both many and widely varied, and our progress has been strong despite continued financial pressure 
and tight budgets. Confronted with a third consecutive tight budget year since the loss of approximately $2 
million dollars in State Aid, the Board of Selectmen, working through its Revenue Enhancement Working 
Group, raised approximately $750,000 in additional local revenues through a study and modernization of 
the Town’s fee structure for services. While the Town was not very excited about raising local fees, the 
prospect of lost services made the modernization program a true necessity. As a result of these additional 
fees the Town was able to maintain minimum funding for critical services for the current fiscal year 
without an override of proposition 2 ¥2. Our local educational officials presented additional needs in the 
form of a proposed override initiative that was not funded and must continue to be analyzed. This has 
caused our revenue enhancement efforts to continue to take center stage as we now work to assess potential 
service losses as the result of slow growing revenues and take steps make sure our service needs are met for 
the coming fiscal year. 


Wastewater planning and implementation to improve the quality of water in our delicate coastal 
embayment systems continue to be major priorities of our local government, and will be for the foreseeable 
future. This year we are celebrating a major accomplishment in the opening in fall, 2005 of our newly 
rebuilt Wastewater Treatment Facility that will handle over | million gallons of treatment per day. This is 
the first major public system in our Town with state of the art nitrogen removal capabilities, and over time 
this facility will have a significant impact on improving the water quality in our west-facing coastal 
embayments. We have also worked with the Department of Environmental Protection in their 
Massachusetts Estuaries Project to delineate for the first time the specific nitrogen daily load targets for the 
South-facing coastal embayment areas of Green Pond, Great Pond and Bourne’s Pond. With planning funds 
in place, we will now initiate our wastewater facility planning for these watersheds with clear targets in 
focus that will enable the Town to develop specific solutions for the Town as a whole, managed by the 
performance of each watershed. These planning efforts will be a major priority of the coming year. 


It is also gratifying to see the wonderful progress that the Town has made in the first year of operations of 
our first municipal golf course, the Falmouth Country Club. Last year I reported on our ambitious plan to 
acquire this 27-hole golf course as well as the surrounding 75 acres of open space in order to preserve this 
wonderful recreational amenity for our community and not see it become simply more housing 
development. This year I am happy to report that the plan has come together seamlessly with the Town 
selecting high quality and professional management of the golf course in the firm of Billy Casper Golf. We 
have just completed our first public hearing with the Golf Advisory Committee following our first 
successful year of operations, and not only is the course meeting its financial expectations for this stage, but 
customer satisfaction among our local residents is extremely high. We anticipate more improvements to the 
course and it’s marketing to meet the needs of local residents as we move forward to ensure continued 
success of this project. 


Once again the Board of Selectmen has provided strong leadership in conducting its fourth annual strategic 
planning retreat with the Town Administrator and Assistant Town Administrator to update its plans and 
chart the policy direction for our community. The Board has been very successful in establishing priorities 
and direction for our Town government to ensure that we address the key challenges in moving forward. I 
am very appreciative to the Board of Selectmen for their efforts, and in their inclusion of and support for 
the staff in the planning and implementation of the vision for our Town. 


Another major milestone reached this year was our transition into the construction phase for our high 
school renovation and reconstruction project. At a budget of $63.8 million, this is by far the largest 
construction project for the Town of Falmouth, and it will have a tremendous positive impact on our 
educational system here in Falmouth. This project comes as the capstone of several major school 
renovations projects completed over the previous several years, and will span a three-year construction 
period. Without the assistance of our local legislative delegation that pushed for reform of our State school 
construction reimbursement process, the start of this project may have been delayed. We are indebted to 
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their efforts in designing a new system that allows critical projects such as our high school to move forward 
without undue delay in the receipt of funding for the State share of the project, which for us amounts to 
59% of the total cost. 


Other major challenges and projects we confronted this year include the initiation of a study of the 
feasibility of developing a recreational facility for our Town that would house both an ice skating facility 
and a community pool. This is an exciting project that if found feasible would have a great impact on our 
recreational opportunities here in Town. We have also made progress in the planning of additional 
recreational ball fields for our Town. Cranberry agriculture on Town property continued to merit intense 
scrutiny, and this year our Coonamessett River Restoration Working Group published its series of 
recommendations that provide for both river restoration and cranberry farming. Both the Selectmen and 
Town Meeting have adopted these recommendations and we now face the challenges of their 
implementation. 


We are extremely happy about the progress of our Phase 3 of the Shining Sea Bike Path that will extend 
this remarkable facility approximately 7.1 miles from Skating Lane to County Road in North Falmouth. 
The Town has been successful in negotiating with the State to use the centerline of the former railway bed, 
and we are now working toward the programming of State and federal funding for this important project. 
At this writing the Skating Lane to Carlson Lane portion has been completed with State funds, and federal 
funds are being programmed to complete the remainder over the next two years. 


In making this strong progress in so many areas, I am particularly proud of the dedication and talent of our 
Department Heads and Town employees in working to carry out the major goals of the Town. These are 
our true unsung heroes who work every day to serve the residents of our Town. I also salute our Assistant 
Town Administrator, Heather Harper, for her talented leadership and our Administrative Assistants Carole 
Kelly and Diane Davidson for their dedication to the Town and for keeping us moving forward.

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Thirty-two new employees were hired during fiscal 2005. Among the new hires are Leslie Morrissey, 
Library Director, Marlene McCollem, Assistant Town Planner, Charles Pires, Jr., Wastewater Plant Chief 
Operator, Jennifer McKay, Conservation Administrator and Sari Budrow, Zoning Administrator. The 
following promotions were earned by 8 of our employees: Lawrence Silva to Working Foreman in the 
Highway Department, Daryl Gonsalves to Crew Leader in the Parks Dept., James Wells to Utilities Crew 
Leader in the Water Dept., Jill Bishop to Budget Officer/Administrative Assistant to the Finance 
Committee, Kimberlee Strohm to Principal Office Assistant in the Fire Rescue Dept., Christine Lynch to 
Library Assistant in the Falmouth Public Library, Mary Ellen Alwardt to Town Accountant and Christine 
Simmons, to Assistant Town Accountant. Congratulations to all. There are 364 employees in permanent 
Town positions. 


Henry (Bob) Martin, Jr. led the group of those employees who retired this year with 35 years of service. 
Bob retired as the Working Foreman in the Highway Dept. The other retirees are James White, Firefighter, 
Fire Rescue Dept. with 24 years of service; Kathleen Burgess, Aide at the Falmouth Public Library with 13 
years of service; Frances Roderick, a Library Assistant at the Public Library with 17 years of service; 
Nancy Serotkin, Library Director with 21 years of service; Scott Bowker, Police Officer, Police Dept. with 
18 years of service and Jacqueline Callahan, Town Accountant with 22 years of service. Their combined 
150 years of accrued knowledge and experience is missed and we wish them well in their new adventures. 
Thank you one and all for your contributions to our Town. 


Twenty-five claims for unemployment benefits were paid during fiscal year 2005. Sixteen claims were 
made by former School district employees and 9 by former Town employees. We successfully sustained 
the denial of an additional 23 claims as being ineligible for benefits under the state regulations. 


During this fiscal year, 44 Town and 40 School employees filed claims for injuries sustained on the job. 
Three Firefighters and 16 Police Officers were injured while performing their duties. 


As of June 30, 2005, 466 School, 283 Town employees and 491 School and Town retirees participated in 
our various group health insurance programs. Another extremely utilized benefit is the employee assistance 
program. The EAP has been in place for over 13 years and has become established as an effective method 
of providing confidential psychological, substance abuse, financial and legal counseling to school and town 
employees and members of their families. During this fiscal year, a total of 71 employees and family 
members utilized the services of the EAP. Forty folks contacted the agency on their own, their supervisor 
due to work-related issues referred 15 and family members referred 16. 


The fourth annual Employee Wellness and Benefits 
Fair was held on May 4, 2005. The purpose of this 
event is to provide Town and School employees and 
retirees the opportunity to learn how to maintain 
their health through the variety of services provided 
locally and through alternatives to traditional 
Western medicine such as yoga and acupuncture. 
Cape Cod Healthcare provided an assortment of 
training stations including cholesterol and glucose 
screenings, hearing tests, massage therapy and stress 
management to the 127 participants. Representatives 
from our several insurance providers were present to 
explain their products personally to employees and 
— retirees. We also held a blood drive through the 
V.N.A., which resulted in 30 pints of blood donated to Falmouth Hospital. We intend to continue having 
blood drives at future Fairs. Thanks are extended to the many local business that supported the Wellness 
and Benefits Fair: Mahoney’s Too provided plants and small trees which provided privacy needed for some 
of the stations, and certainly enhanced the appearance of the gym at the Canty Community Center. Other 
donors to whom we owe thanks are Box Lunch for providing sustenance to the vendors, Soft as a Grape for 
providing the T-shirts at a reduced price and to Eastern Bank for donating the cost of the shirts and to Art’s 
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Bike Shop for again donating a bike at cost as a grand prize. This year’s bike winner was Jill Meserve from 
the School Dept. and Janet Theroux from the Falmouth Public Library was the winner of the kayak, which 
was donated by the Bike Zone of Falmouth. Falmouth Publishing Company and Kenyon’s Market made 
additional generous contributions. Thanks to all of our donors for making this important health even such a 
special day. 


The second annual Employee Appreciation Cookout was held on September 9, 2004 co-sponsored by the 
Board of Selectmen and the Falmouth Chamber of Commerce to celebrate the efforts of our employees in 
making Falmouth the wonderful place it is to live and to visit. This event is held during lunchtime and the 
Selectmen do the cooking! Mr. Carl Cavossa, the Chairman of the Board of Directors of the Chamber, 
acknowledged the services of Town employees along with Carey Murphy, Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen and Town Administrator, Robert L. Whritenour, Jr. The 100 employees attending also enjoyed 
the make-your-own sundaes with all the fixings donated by Smitty’s Ice Cream. Such public 
acknowledgment by the community of the value of their work is very meaningful to our employees. 


All of the collective bargaining agreements of the Town’s six unions expired on June 30, 2004. As of the 
end of the fiscal year, the Town had reached agreement with the Falmouth Library Association. All parties 
continue to work toward resolution of the remaining contracts. 


Staff development is always a critical responsibility of this office. Barnstable County Commissioners have 
again funded training for all County municipalities for training purposes. This year, 5 Falmouth employees 
attended the program, Sensitive and Difficult Communications. This seminar is always popular among the 
Towns. The County program also offered other seminars, such as the First Line Supervisor training 
attended by 8 Falmouth employees. We were also successful in having our insurance provider, MIIA, offer 
its training programs on the Cape for the first time. Previously, their excellent programs were held in 
Auburn and other distant parts, which discouraged participation among the Cape towns. Participation in 
these MIJA programs is beneficial not only for the knowledge base and loss prevention value but also for 
the premium reduction for attendance at their seminars. A second insurance cost-containment training 
program we implemented this year is “Health Moves”. Employees joined together during lunch twice a 
week for this program which educates on proper diet, nutrition and exercises to maintain employees’ 
health, flexibility and to reduce stress. 


I'd like to take this opportunity to thank the Town Administrator, the Assistant Administrator and their staff 
for their support in enabling us to provide the excellent benefits and services to our employees. | am 
indebted to my wonderful staff for their diligence, and respect for all Town workers with which they 
perform their duties. Without the yeoman efforts of Cathy-Lynne Belair, Office Assistant and Lena Troye 
Thompson, Benefits Coordinator, the varied range of services, benefits and programs provided by the 
Personnel Office would not be possible. Thank you.

Information Technology Report 


The Information Technology (IT) Department has 
a full-time staff of eight which includes two GIS 
professionals as well as “out-sourced” technicians 
and several professional consultants. The IT 
Department is responsible for: maintenance, 
purchase and installation of all PC’s, servers, 
printers and supplies; support for all town-wide 
networks (T1’s, DSL lines, wire and wireless 
networks, local and wide area); web page 
development and management; email and internet 
management; support for all town-wide telephones 
and telephone systems; software support for 
numerous PC applications and operating systems; 
and support and research for all other electronic 
equipment — cell phones, projectors, digital 


cameras, scanners, backup devices, mobile data units, PDA’s and GPS equipment. Geographical 
Information System (GIS), computerized layers of spatial data over mapped parcels and ortho-photos, is a 
segment of IT that is growing rapidly and becoming an increasingly important resource for the town.

Open Air Parking Lots 


Section 1 Purpose. Under the authority granted in Mass. Gen. L. ch. 148 § 56, this By-law establishes the 
criteria for licensing of those entities engaged in operating open air parking lots for a fee or as a business. 
The chapter establishes minimum performance standards to help insure public safety especially in cases of 
environmental pollution or fire in unattended vehicles. 
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Section 2 Exemptions. Parking facilities operated by or on behalf of the Town of Falmouth, the Cape Cod 
Regional Transit Authority and lots with a capacity of less than 25 automobiles are exempt from the 
requirements of this chapter. However, entities that operate more than one such parking lot within the 
Town of Falmouth are not exempt no matter the size of any individual lot and all such lots are subject to the 
licensing requirements of this chapter even if any have a capacity of less than 25 automobiles. Facilities 
that provide parking for trucks are subject to the requirements of this chapter regardless of size. 


Section 3 Definitions: 


Entity: Any individual, business, corporation, partnership, sole proprietorship government agency, quasi- 
government agency, society, organization or group that provides parking for a fee or as part of a general fee 
or tariff where the user of the parking service does not remain on the site of the parking. 


Truck: Any vehicle with a gross vehicle weight of more than 13,000 pounds. 


Section 4 Licensing Authority and Issuing Authority. The Board of Selectmen is the licensing authority 
for this chapter of the By-law. The Fire Chief is the issuing authority of licenses. The Fire Chief may 
delegate issuing of licenses within his department. 


Section 5 Fees. The Board of Selectmen shall annually establish the fee. 


Section 6 Application Procedures: Any entity seeking a license under this chapter shall submit the 
following information to the Fire Chief or his designee with copies simultaneously submitted to the 
Building Department and Conservation Commission. The Fire Chief may require a specific application 
form. 

1. Certified plot plan detailing each parking place; entrances, exits, fire lanes, nearest fire 
hydrants, storm drains, property lines and any wetlands or conservation areas that either are 
on the property or within 100 feet of the property line. 

2. Acopy of a valid special permit issued by the Board of Appeals, if any. 

3. Proof that a copy of the application has been given to the Building Commissioner and the 
Conservation Commission. 

4. A narrative description of the operation including, total number of automobile spaces, total 
number of truck spaces, total number of handicap spaces, staffing, security, environmental 
response and fire fighting equipment. 

5. A description of any hazardous or volatile materials (excluding vehicle fuel tanks) allowed 
and whether any special parking requirements are imposed on vehicles carrying hazardous or 
volatile materials. 

6. Licensing fee (nonrefundable). 


Section 7 Issuance of License and Appeals: Within 14 days of receiving a copy of the application, the 
Building Commissioner and the Conservation Administrator shall submit comments and concerns, if any, 
to the Fire Chief. Within thirty days of receiving an application, the Fire Chief shall issue a license unless 
the Fire Chief or his designee notifies the applicant in writing that the Fire Chief has determined that there 
are safety and/or environmental concerns at the site requiring rectification. The Fire Chief may issue a 
license that imposes special conditions if necessary to insure that the purposes and goals of this chapter are 
reached. If a license is not issued, the applicant may correct the safety and/or environmental deficiencies 
and reapply for a license or the applicant may appeal the determination of the Fire Chief to the licensing 
authority. If an applicant rectifies the safety or environmental concerns and reapplies for a license within 
30 days of a denial, no additional licensing fee shall be charged. 
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Section 8 Appeals: Any entity aggrieved by a determination of the Fire Chief or his designee may appeal 
that determination to the Board of Selectmen. The entity aggrieved must file a written appeal plus pay an 
appeal fee established by the Board of Selectmen within 10 days of issuance of the determination being 
appealed. The written appeal must state the grounds for the appeal and specify each error alleged against 
the Fire Chief or his designee. The Board of Selectmen shall schedule a public hearing within 45 days of 
receiving an appeal. Notice of the hearing shall be advertised in a newspaper of general circulation two 
times, the first such notice appearing at least 10 days prior to the public hearing. If the Board of the 
Selectmen finds that the Fire Chief made no errors in his determination, the determination of the Fire Chief 
shall be affirmed. If the Board of Selectmen determines that the Fire Chief has made errors, the Board may 
issue a license or remand the application to the Fire Chief for further action. 


Section 9 Unpaved parking lots. If not allowed by a special permit issued by the Board of Appeals, the 
Board of Selectmen, after a public hearing, may authorize the use of unpaved areas for the purposes of this 
chapter. Authorization of unpaved areas does not relieve an applicant from submitting a certified plot plan 
or delineating parking spaces. The marking and maintaining of appropriate fire lanes shall be required at 
all times in any unpaved parking lots. 


Section 10 Violations and enforcement. 

a. The following shall be violations of this By-law punishable by a fine of $300.00 per offense. Each 
vehicle parked in violation of this chapter shall be a separate offense and each day the offense continues 
shall also be a separate offense. 


1. Operating a parking lot without a license. If the number of vehicles actually parked cannot be 
ascertained, each parking space so operated shall be a separate offense each day. 

2. Exceeding the licensed capacity of parking lot. 

3. Blocking a fire lane or operating a lot with a fire lane blocked or partially blocked so that fire 
apparatus may not pass. 

4. Failure to report an environmental spill or hazard to the Fire Department. 

5. Parking of vehicles with hazardous or volatile substances (excluding vehicle fuel tanks) when not 
specifically approved by the license. 

6. Violation of a term or condition of a license. 


b. Enforcement of this chapter shall be in accordance with Chapter | of the Code of Falmouth. The Fire 
Chief, any deputy fire chiefs, fire department duty officers, fire prevention officers, police officers, natural 
resources officers or zoning enforcement officers may issue citations for violations of this chapter. 


c. In cases where there are repeat violations resulting in more than 3 notices of violation being issued in 
any 12 month period, the Board of Selectmen, after a public hearing, may suspend or revoke any license 
issued in accordance with this chapter. 


d. In cases where the public safety is jeopardized or risked, the Fire Chief may suspend a license issued in 
accordance with this chapter until such time as the Board of Selectmen can hold a public hearing but in no 
case for more than 30 days. After a public hearing the Board of Selectmen may reinstate the license, 
suspend or revoke it. If during the period of suspension, the public safety concerns are rectified to the 
satisfaction of the Fire Chief, the Fire Chief may reinstate the license without necessity of a hearing.

signs. Such signs shall be required to have permits, but permit fees shall be waived. 


2. Special events or promotions for 7 days. A business or community service may have one 
(1) moveable, portable or mobile banner or sign on its premises not to exceed thirty-two (32) square feet for 
a period not to exceed 7days, not more than two (2) times per calendar year, in addition to other permitted 
signs. Bunting, pennants and flags will be permitted during this time period. Balloons and other air filled 
devices shall not exceed 12” in diameter. A total of three (3) off-premises signs not exceeding six (6) 
square feet each are permitted. Such signs shall be required to have permits, but permit fees shall be 
waived.

Scenic Roads Bylaw 
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Section 1: Purpose 

The purpose of the Falmouth Scenic Roads Bylaw is to maintain the rural, natural, historic and 
scenic character of certain of the town’s roadways by requiring prior planning board approval for the 
removal of significant trees or stone walls within the layout of town roads in conjunction with the repair, 
reconstruction, or paving of those roads. The bylaw provides that any repair, maintenance, reconstruction 
or paving work on town roads designated as scenic shall not involve or include the cutting down or removal 
of significant trees or their roots or the tearing down, or relocation or destruction of stone walls or portions 
thereof within the road layout without the prior written consent of the Planning Board. Planning Board 
approval is not necessary for roadway work that does not affect trees or stone walls in the layout. 


The bylaw also establishes the procedure for designating scenic roads. 
Section 2: Authority 

Enactment of this bylaw is authorized by the Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 40, Section 
fe, 
Section 3: Definitions 


Cutting or Removal of Trees 
Cutting or removal of trees shall mean the removal of one or more significant trees having a 
diameter of eight inches or more measured four feet above the ground, or roots of more than three 
inches in diameter where cut. 

Repair, Maintenance, Reconstruction, or Paving Work 
Excavation, repair, maintenance, reconstruction, or paving work shall mean any work done within 
the layout by any person or agency, public or private. Construction of new driveways or alteration 
of existing driveways or roads within the right-of-way is included under this bylaw. 

Road 
A road is any street that is an accepted town way, or one that has been established by or 
maintained under county authority. When the boundary of the right-of-way is in issue so that a 
dispute arises as to whether or not certain trees or stonewalls or portions thereof are within or 
without the way, the trees or stonewalls shall be presumed to be within the way until the applicant 
proves the contrary to the satisfaction of the planning board. 

Stone Walls 
Any structure of natural stones, cut or uncut, that is built in order to enclose, divide or define an 
area, regardless of its condition. 

Significant Trees 
Significant trees have a trunk diameter of eight inches or more as measured four feet above the 
ground. 


Section 4: Procedure for Designation of a Scenic Road 
Upon recommendation or request of the Planning Board, Conservation Commission or Historical 
Commission, Town Meeting may designate scenic roads by a majority vote. 


Criteria to be used in determining which roads or portions of roads are scenic. 

1. Ways bordered by trees of exceptional quality. 

2. Ways with overarching tree canopy. 

3. Ways bordered by stonewalls, historic buildings, agricultural fields, designed landscapes, or 
other natural or man-made features of aesthetic value. 

4. Ways with water views. 

5. Age and historic significance of way, trees and stonewalls, width, grade and alignment. 

6. Ways bordered by designated Local Historic Districts or National Register Districts. 


Section 5: Procedures for Actions Affecting Scenic Roads, Stone Walls or Trees. 

The written approval of the Planning Board is required for any excavation, repair, maintenance, 
reconstruction or paving work within the layout of Scenic Roads that would involve removing stone walls 
or significant trees.

The Planning Board decision shall contain a condition that no work 
should be done until all applicable provisions of the Public Shade Tree Law, Chapter 87, 5.3 have been 
complied with. 


5.4 Decision Considerations 

In making a decision, the Planning Board shall consider overall effect of the proposed alteration, 
including the preservation of historic values; scenic quality, public safety, compatibility with surrounding 
neighborhood and compensatory actions. New plant materials will be determined by the tree warden or 
planning board which may require that new tree species be chosen for historic value. 


5.5 Emergency Work 

In the event that emergency conditions require that work otherwise requiring Planning Board 
approval must proceed before such approval can be obtained, the work may proceed to the extent which is 
deemed necessary to protect public health and safety. The work shall be reported in writing, to the 
Planning Board within 72 hours of the emergency condition. 
Section 6: Enforcement 

The building inspector, tree warden or others designated by the town administrator may issue a 
citation for violations of this bylaw under c 1 & 2 “Non-criminal Disposition” of the Code of Falmouth. 
Violations of the provisions of this bylaw shall be subject to a fine of $300.

The building inspector, tree warden or others designated by the town administrator may issue a 
citation for violations of this bylaw under c | & 2 “Non-criminal Disposition” of the Code of Falmouth. 
Violations of the provisions of this bylaw shall be subject to a fine of $300.

The Town shall have the right within ninety days after receipt 
of such notice to buy, or designate a buyer for the premises at the Selling Price, less the Land 
Value, which shall be the assessed value of the Land for real estate tax purposes at the time of 
such sale or other transfer. If the Town chooses not to buy, or designate a buyer for the premises it 
shall grant a release in writing allowing the owner to transfer the premises free of the restrictions 
set forth in this paragraph. 


2. Upon the sale or other transfer of ownership or possession of the premises within twenty years 
after the date of this deed other than to the Town pursuant to Paragraph 1 above the owner shall 
pay the Town the Land Value. 


The Board of Selectmen is authorized to make use of other agencies and instrumentalities of the Town, 
including but not limited to the Falmouth Housing Authority, to effect the transfer of such land in 
accordance with this Article. This Article was previously voted upon as Article 14 of the April 2003 
Special Town Meeting and passed by a two-thirds majority subject to the conditions that the land be 
combined with other abutting land. Now the sponsor seeks authorization to use the land without its 
combination with other abutting land. Or do or take any other actions in this matter. On request of the 
Habitat for Humanity, Inc. 


VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 11, 2005 the town voted to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to transfer a parcel of land situated on Sam Turner Road, Parcel 11, 
Section 02, Parcel 004A, Lot 000 for nominal, non-monetary consideration for the construction on such 
land of housing units for sale to persons of low or very low income within the meaning of the Housing Act 
of 1937, subject to existing zoning restrictions and building and health code and subject to such terms and 
conditions as the Board of Selectmen deem appropriate such sale to be made subject to a deed restriction in 
substantially the following form in perpetuity from the date of the first transfer by the Town pursuant to 
this Article: 


1. Whenever the owner shall desire to sell or otherwise transfer ownership or possession of the 
premises, the owner shall send a written Notice to the Town of Falmouth (the Town) setting forth 
in detail the terms on which the owner desires to sell or transfer the premises. The notice shall set 
forth the aggregate present value or all consideration and payments to be paid by the transferee for 
the premises (the “Selling Price”). The Town shall have the right within ninety days after receipt 
of such notice to buy, or designate a buyer for the premises at the Selling Price, less the Land 
Value, which shall be the assessed value of the Land for real estate tax purposes at the time of 
such sale or other transfer. If the Town chooses not to buy, or designate a buyer for the premises it 
shall grant a release in writing allowing the owner to transfer the premises free of the restrictions 
set forth in this paragraph. 


2 Upon the sale or other transfer of ownership or possession of the premises within twenty years 
after the date of this deed other than to the Town pursuant to Paragraph | above the owner shall 
pay the Town the Land Value. 


The Board of Selectmen is authorized to make use of other agencies and instrumentalities of the Town, 


including but not limited to the Falmouth Housing Authority, to effect the transfer of such land in 
accordance with this Article. This Article was previously voted upon as Article 14 of the April 2003 
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Special Town Meeting and passed by a two-thirds majority subject to the conditions that the land be 
combined with other abutting land. 


ARTICLE 32: If the Town will vote to adopt the following by-law relative to the Community Preservation 
Act established by ch. 149 of the Acts of 2004 and accepted by the Town as Article 13 at the November 8, 
2004 Annual Town Meeting, or do or take any other action on this matter. On request of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


The text of the proposed by-law is as follows: 


Community Preservation Committee By-law: 


1. Membership of the Committee. There is hereby established a Community Preservation Committee, 
consisting of nine voting members pursuant to the provisions of the so-called Modified Community 
Preservation Act (Chapter 149 sec. 298 of the Acts of 2004 — “the Act”). The composition of the 
committee, the appointing authority and term of office for the committee members shall be as follows: one 
member of the Conservation Commission as designated by said Commission; one member of the Historical 
Commission as designated by said Commission; one member of the Planning Board as designated by said 
Board; one member of the Recreation Committee, as designated by said Committee; one member of the 
Housing Authority as designated by said Authority and four members appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. Each member of a board or committee shall serve for a term of three years or until the person 
no longer serves in the position or on the board or committee as set forth above, whichever is earlier. Each 
individual member shall serve for a term of three years. Should any of the officers and commissions, 
boards, or committees who have appointing authority under this by-law be no longer in existence for 
whatever reason, the Board of Selectmen shall appoint a suitable person to serve in their place. Any 
member of the Committee may be removed in accordance with Section C7-2G of the Falmouth Home Rule 
Charter and the vacancy filled in accordance with this by-law. 


Before the initial meeting of the Committee the Board of Selectmen shall designate three members of the 
Committee to serve an initial one year term, three members to serve an initial two year term and three 
members to serve an initial three year term. Thereafter all terms shall be for a full three year period. 


2. The community preservation committee shall study the needs, possibilities and resources of the town 
regarding community preservation. The committee shall consult with existing municipal boards, the 
department of public works, and the housing authority, or person acting in those capacities or performing 
like duties, in conducting such studies. As part of its study, the committee shall hold one annual public 
informational hearing, or more at its discretion, on the needs, possibilities and resources, notice of which 
shall be posted publicly and published for each of two weeks preceding a hearing in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the town. 


3. The community preservation committee shall make recommendations to the Town Meeting for the 
acquisition, creation and preservation of open space, for the acquisition and preservation of historic 
resources, for the acquisition, creation and preservation of land for recreational use, for the creation, 
preservation and support of community housing and for rehabilitation or restoration of such open space, 
historic resources, land for recreation use and community housing that is acquired or created as provided in 
this section. With respect to community housing, the community preservation committee shall recommend, 
wherever possible, the reuse of existing buildings or construction of new buildings on previously developed 
sites. 


4. The community preservation committee may include in its recommendation to the Town Meeting 
a recommendation to set aside for later spending funds for specific purposes that are consistent with 
community preservation and provisions of this by-law, but for which sufficient revenues are not then 
available in the Community Preservation Fund to accomplish that specific purpose or to set aside for later 
spending funds for general purposes that are consistent with community preservation. 
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i In every fiscal year, the community preservation committee shall recommend, subject to 
compliance with sections I(g) and 1(h) of the Act, an amount not to exceed five (5%) percent of annual 
revenues be set aside for committee expenses and, as to the remaining annual revenues in the Community 
Preservation Fund, that the legislative body spend, or set aside for later spending 


a) an amount necessary to cover the debt service on debt incurred pursuant to the Cape Cod Open 
Space Land Acquisition Program, if any; 

b) at least ten 10% for open space (excluding recreational use) provided however that any amounts 
appropriated under clause a) above qualify toward meeting this ten (10%) requirement; 

c) at least ten (10%) percent for historic resources; and 

d) at least ten (10%) percent for affordable housing. 


In the event the funds necessary to cover the debt service in clause a) above exceeds eighty (80%) percent 
of annual revenue then in that fiscal year the spending requirements for historic resources (clause c) and 
affordable housing (clause d) shall be met by appropriating or reserving one half of the remaining revenues 
for each of those purposes. 


6. Requirement for a quorum and cost estimates. The community preservation committee shall comply 
with the provisions of the Open Meeting Law, G.L. c. 39, §23B. The committee shall not meet or conduct 
business without the presence of a majority of the members of the community preservation committee. The 
community preservation committee shall approve its actions by majority vote. Recommendations to the 
Town Meeting shall include the committee’s anticipated costs. 


7. Severability. In case any section, paragraph or part of this by-law is for any reason declared invalid or 
unconstitutional by any court, every other section, paragraph or part shall continue in full force and effect. 


8. When Effective. Provided that the Community Preservation Act, (Chapter 149 sec. 298 of 2004), is 
accepted at the 2005 Town election, this section shall take effect upon approval by the Attorney General of 
the Commonwealth and after all requirements of MGL. C. 40, section 32 have been met. Each appointing 
authority shall have thirty (30) days after the effective date to make its appointments. 


9. Annual Report. The community preservation committee shall make a report to the town on an annual 
basis for inclusion in the town’s annual report. 


VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 11, 2005 the town voted Article 32 
as printed. 


ARTICLE 33: If the Town will vote to accept the doings of the Selectmen in the laying out of the 
following road according to a plan on file with the Town Clerk for taking as a public way: 

STREET LENGTH 

Fox Lane 2,780 


Under Chapter 80 of the Massachusetts General Laws, the cost will be recovered by 100% betterment 
assessments to the land that receives the benefit. Or do or take any other action on this matter. On request 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 11, 2005 the town voted Article 33 
as printed. 


ARTICLE 34: If the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Trustees of the Falmouth Public Library 
and/or the Board of Selectmen to apply for any state grants available to defray the costs of construction and 
equipping the renovation and addition to the Falmouth Public Library main building and to authorize them 
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to accept and expend any such funds when received without further appropriation, or do or take any other 
action on this matter. On request of the Board of Library Trustees. 


VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 11, 2005 the town voted Article 
34 as printed. 


ARTICLE 35: If the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to establish and charge an 
Agricultural Commission to represent the Town of Falmouth’s agricultural community and interests. 


The Selectmen and said Commission, once appointed, shall develop a work plan to guide its activities. 
Such activities shall include, but not be limited to, the following: serve as facilitators for encouraging the 
pursuit of agriculture in Falmouth; promote agricultural-based economic opportunities for the Town; act 
as mediators, advocates, educators, and/or negotiators in an advisory capacity on farming issues for 
established Town Committees and Departments; work for the preservation of agricultural lands owned by 
the Town; and pursue all initiatives appropriate to creating a sustainable agricultural community. 


For the purposes of this article, agriculture is defined to include fresh water and marine aquaculture and the 
keeping and boarding of horses or livestock for personal or commercial purposes. 


The Commission shall consist of seven members appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The terms shall 
stagger on three-year intervals with the initial terms being; three members for three years, two members 
for two years, two members for one year, and three years thereafter. 


Whereas; the Town currently owns substantial agricultural land; 
Whereas; current Town Committees are faced with agricultural issues, 
Whereas; Town Department heads are faced with agricultural sensitive decisions; 


The creation of an Agricultural Commission will aid Committees and Departments along with the 
agricultural community to preserve, revitalize, and sustain farming as a vital part of the future of the Town 
of Falmouth, and to fully act thereon. On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


VOTED: By a majority vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 11, 2005 the town voted Article 35 
as printed. 


ARTICLE 36: If the town will vote to update the Goals and Policies for the Local Comprehensive Plan 
(LCP) dated January 18, 2005. Or do or take any other action on this matter. On request of the Local 
Planning Committee. 


VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 11, 2005 the town voted Article 
36 as printed. 


ARTICLE 37: If the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of Three Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($300,000) for the purpose of funding the survey, the engineering design and the permitting costs for 
completion of the Shining Sea Bikeway Extension Phase III and to determine how to raise this 
appropriation and by expended for this purpose, provided, however, that no money shall be expended for 
this purpose unless and until the Town shall have voted at the next town election to be allowed to assess an 
additional sum in real estate and personal property taxes for the purposes of this article for the Fiscal Year 
beginning July 1, 2005. Or do or take any other action on this matter. On request of Patricia P. Johnson 
and others. 


VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 11, 2005 the town voted to 
appropriate the sum of $300,000.00 for surveying, engineering design and permitting costs for the 
completion of the Shining Sea Bikeway Extension Phase III, including costs incidental and related thereto, 
provided, however, that no sum shall be expended under this appropriation unless the town shall have voted 
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to assess an additional $300,000.00 in real estate and personal property taxes for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 2005, said sum to be expended under the jurisdiction of the Board of Selectmen.

ARTICLE 39: We the undersigned request the Selectmen for the Town of Falmouth appropriate the sum 
of $4,000 for use by the Peterson Farm Management Team for construction of two sheds on the Peterson 
Farm Conservation Land. These sheds will be used to secure equipment and provide shelter for livestock.

VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 11, 2005 the town voted 
Indefinite Postponement of Article 41. 


ARTICLE 42: If the Town will provide funding for any or all of the purposes voted for in the foregoing 
articles by taxation, by transfer from available funds, by borrowing or by any combination of the foregoing. 
Or do or take any other action on this matter. On request of the Finance Committee and the Board of 
Selectmen. 


VOTED: By unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 11, 2005, the Town voted that all 
articles considered in this Town Meeting be funded as voted for a total of $96,173,288 (Ninety Six million 
One Hundred Seventy Three thousand Two Hundred Eighty Eight dollars) and that the Board of Selectmen 
place a question on the May 2005 Annual Town Election Ballot as voted in article 37.

We continue to encourage 18 years olds to register to vote, but also encourage the active and informed 
participation of all citizens to go the polls and vote on Election Day. We were pleased at the higher voter 
turnout. 

Both the Libertarian and Green-Rainbow parties lost their party status this year. It was a requirement that 
their candidates receive at least 3% of the vote cast at the November 2, 2004 State Election. Since that did 
not occur, they reverted back to status of Political Designation. 

As of June 30, 2005 there were 24,662 registered voters, with a year round population of 31,407, a slight 
decline from the previous year.

Finance Committee 


The Finance Committee met twenty-one times during fiscal year 
2005. The committee considered Reserve Fund _ transfers, 
departmental budgets, and Town Meeting articles. It is the 
responsibility of the Finance Committee to provide Town 
Meeting with objective recommendations on all budgets and 
warrant articles. The Finance Committee also administers the 
Reserve Fund. The fund had a budget of $325,000 for fiscal year 
2005. All monies in this account were spent. 


The Finance Committee’s message this year is simple. Funds are 
tight and getting tighter. Reduced balances in the Certified Free 
Cash account had to be supplemented with $500,000 from the 

Stabilization Fund at the November 2004 Town Meeting in order 
to meet atte most pressing needs in ithe Capital Improvement Plan. Then, frequent and abundant snowstorms in early 
2005 resulted in a deficit balance in the Snow & Ice Removal budget. At the April Town Meeting, another $500,000 
from the Stabilization Fund was appropriated to the Snow & Ice Removal account. Thus, the balance in the 
Stabilization Fund has been reduced to approximately $1,200,000, i.e. not much for a rainy (or snowy) day in a town 
with annual expenses exceeding $90,000,000. 


In short, all departments had limited funds. The cost of energy continued its climb with no relief in sight, thereby 
making budgets tighter than originally anticipated and forcing department heads to monitor expenditures carefully 
throughout the year. 


Primarily due to the increasing pressures on the overall town budget, and out of a desire to maintain the town’s 
reasonable tax rate, Town Meeting voted down a $750,000 budget override for the School Dept., marking the first 
time that such a request has been denied in this town. 


Several big projects previously approved by Town Meeting and voters got underway this year. The long awaited 
renovation of Falmouth High School began at the end of FY2005. Construction also started on the expanded Dept. 
of Public Works facility. A preliminary plan for the renovation of the main library was presented to Town Meeting 
in April. 

The Finance Committee wishes to thank the Town Administrator, all of the department administrators, and the 
Board of Selectmen for their continued cooperation during these difficult financial times. The committee especially 
wants to thank Judith P. Magnani, Finance Committee Administrator, who retired at the end of FY2005 after 
seventeen years of expert oversight of the committee. We will all miss her guidance, humor, and warm smile.

Town Collector 


During fiscal year 2005, the Collector’s Department was responsible for a total of $73,244,301 in town receipts. The 
largest percentage of this revenue came from Real Estate taxes, which amounted to. $57,769,909 and Personal 
Property taxes, which totaled $793,398 as of June 30, 2005. In addition, $162,513 was collected in interest and 
demand fees on overdue accounts. According to MGL Ch 59 S 2D Supplemental Taxes were assessed to those 
parcels for which an occupancy permit was issued during the fiscal year and new construction that increased the 
parcels value by over 50%. Collected for fiscal 2005 in fiscal 2005 was $49,209; collected for fiscal 2004 in fiscal 
2005 was $9,248. 


Fiscal year 2005 was the sixth year of the twenty year Land Bank assessment and during fiscal 2005, $1,742,832 
was collected. Also as part of the real estate tax billing, $152,923 was collected in Betterments and Committed 
Interest, including $22,621 in sewer betterments and interest, $55,588 in street betterments and interest, $39,116 in 
water betterments and interest, and $35,598 in title V betterments and interest. 


Original betterments collected in fiscal 2005 included $13,693 for water improvements and $1,100 for title V 
improvements. Apportioned betterments paid in advance included $866 for sewer, $20,838 for street, $12,204 for 
water and $43,019 for title V improvements. 


A total of $3,410,573 was collected in Motor Vehicle Excise taxes and an additional $109,705 was paid in interest 
and fees by delinquent taxpayers. The Collector’s Office continues to assist the public by updating address in the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles computer for individuals who request the service. Last year my office implemented a 
more convenient way for taxpayers to pay their excise and real estate on-line using their credit card or ACH transfer. 


In Boat Excise taxes the Collector’s Office received a total of $207,825 one half of which is deposited in the 
Waterways Improvement Fund. Interest and fees collected $1,629. In addition, our office billed and collected a 
total of $216,999 in Mooring Permit Fees for the Harbor Master’s Department. 


Working with the Police Department, the Collector’s Office brought in a total of $105,680 in Parking Tickets. Our 
office responds to inquiries about parking tickets and schedules hearings with the parking magistrate, which are 
conducted in Town Hall. We receive the tickets issued by the Police Department and enter the information into the 
computer. Our office handles the follow-up notices for unpaid tickets and marks those who fail to pay in the 
computer of the Registry of Motor Vehicles. 


Working with the Department of Public Works, a total of $5,602,341 was received from Water and Sewer bills. 
The Collector’s Office also billed and collected in $123,467 in fees for the use of the Transfer Station. 


A total of $55,775 resulted from the sale of Shellfish Permits including $26,090 for resident permits, $9,265 for 
non-residents, and $20,420 for commercial licenses. The Collector’s Office continues to maintain copies of the 
shellfish regulations and sells habitat maps, which are provided by the town’s GIS department. 


The Collector’s Office sold resident beach stickers by mail this year. A total of $7,450 resulted in the sale of Beach 
Stickers. Fiscal Year 2005 brought on another new demanding challenge for my staff and myself; we took over the 
issuance of Disposal Area Stickers. This office sold 4582 stickers generating $137,465 in revenue. 


Other significant sources of revenue generated by the Collector’s Office included, $56,775 for the preparation of 
Municipal Lien Certificates for those selling or refinancing property and $5,130 in interest earned on the funds in the 
Collector’s bank account prior to wiring those funds to the Treasurer’s Department each week. 


I wish to THANK my staff in the Collector’s Office as well as the Information Technology Department for all their 
time and effort spent working to help this office to run as efficiently as is dose.

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Fiscal 2005 was another active and productive year for the Falmouth Planning Board. Board Chairman Ralph 
Herbst, Vice Chairman Charles Swain, Clerk/Secretary Patricia Kerfoot, and members Kevin Andrade, Kenneth 
Foreman, Richard Latimer and Ginger Rabesa comprised a board that met 38 times in FY 2005. In addition, 
board members met on numerous occasions, often with office staff, for site visits of proposed projects. Ken 
Foreman, Ralph Herbst and Rich Latimer were re-elected to the board for three-year terms in the Spring Town 
Elections. Ginger Rabesa was elected for a one-year unexpired term due to the resignation of Alan Fleer, who 
served for many years as a board member and clerk/secretary. The board members and staff would like to thank 
Alan for his dedicated and valuable service to the Town of Falmouth. 


Ralph Herbst was appointed as the Planning Board representative to the newly formed Community Preservation 
Committee and Ginger Rabesa was appointed to serve as the Planning Board representative to the 
Transportation Commission. 


Of the 119 action requests in fiscal 2005, there were 87 applications presented before the Board, including those 
listed below, resulting in a net total of 50 new building lots. 


¢ 32 ANR Plans ¢ 6 Preliminary Plans ¢ 17 Site Plan Reviews 
¢ 16 Definitive Plans ¢ 16 Special Permits 


Zoning By-Law changes are brought to Town Meeting by the Planning Board with specific goals in mind: 


¢ Reduce Build-out ¢ Promote Affordable Housing 
¢ Technical Changes ¢ Environmental Protection 


The Board presented recommendations for zoning changes to the Fall 2004 Town Meeting, including a new 
Business Redevelopment District for mixed business and residential uses on Main Street, from King Street to 
Falmouth Heights Road, which was approved by town meeting members. At the Spring 2005 Town Meeting, 
the Board presented recommendations for several zoning changes. 


Staff worked with the Local Plan Committee on the update of the Local Comprehensive Plan. The Goals and 
Policies sections were accepted by Town Meeting. The planning office continues to work with various 
departments, committees and citizen groups regarding the future growth and vision for our town. 


The Planning Board and staff would like to thank other town departments for their continued help and 
cooperation: Town Counsel staff, GIS, Building, Engineering, Town Clerk’s Department, and the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. We appreciate the help of the Fire Department, Department of Natural Resources, Board of 
Health, Conservation Commission, and Utilities Department. 


The board and staff welcome the addition of Marlene McCollem as the new Assistant Town Planner. Her 
knowledge and experience are enhanced by her outgoing personality and enthusiasm. 


Town Planner Brian Currie continues to provide excellent guidance and support to the Planning Board and is to 
be commended for his professionalism. Joyce White, Principal Office Assistant, provides superb support for all 
office business.

The Committee worked tirelessly to get all the pieces in place and we want to 
thank all the staff and volunteer groups who stuck with it. Also Stacey Justus of the Cape Cod Commission 
attended many of our meetings and we appreciated her comments and suggestions. Thanks to George Trudeau 
the entire updated LCP is now on the town’s website. (Go to: Links—Departments-- Planning Department-- 
Local Comprehensive Plan; 2005 Update) 


We continue to provide comments to Town Meeting on Articles relevant to the LCP, noting whether or not they 
are consistent with the Goals and Policies of the Plan. To date Town Meeting has voted in accordance with the 
Committee’s recommendations in every case. 


For much of the year the committee continued to have two vacancies, and we were very grateful that both Judy 
Stetson and Joan Muller attended most of the meetings until Joan was officially appointed in April and Jude 
Wilber in May. 


More recently the Commission has been discussing how we can be more effective in furthering the 
implementation of the LCP. Each committee member is responsible for two of the LCP’s 14 Elements. 
Members ask the relevant committee for time on the Agenda 2 or 3 times a year to discuss progress on specific 
Action Items. In addition we feel it is important for committees and town staff to recognize that many Elements 
interrelate. We are inviting two or more groups at a time to our monthly meetings so that they can share 
information and work towards a common goal in implementing their Action Items. For instance, we will be 
meeting with the groups handling the Affordable Housing and Energy Elements in September. 


The Board of Selectmen’s activities of course relate to all the Elements of the Plan, and we are pleased that each 
committee will have a Selectman as a liaison to the Board. We look forward to sharing our ideas and 


information about the Local Comprehensive Plan.

Fiscal Year 2005 In Review 


In August of 2004, Peter Kirwin was appointed by the Department of Housing and Community Development to 
be the State Appointee to the Falmouth Housing Authority. Peter replaces Arthur Doyle who retired in June 
after 18 years of service. 


During fiscal year 2005, the Falmouth Housing Authority, based on the success of its consulting program 
developed in FY2004, created a new department head position called Director of Development. Ms. Laura 
Shufelt, well known in both Cape Cod and Boston housing and housing finance circles was hired for this 
position in February. The Falmouth Housing Authority sees this position as one that will continue to build on 
the success of its consulting program and increase the outside revenues derived from it. These outside revenues 
have become an important safety net against the federal and state funding cuts in a period of rapidly increasing 
costs. 


Throughout much of the year, the FHA continued to work with the Falmouth EDIC, Affirmative Investments in 
Boston, the Falmouth Housing Corporation and several funding agencies to develop the 704 Main Street 
_ Property. As the year ended, it appeared that construction for this project should be completed in October and 
full residential occupancy to be accomplished by November 1, 2005. Full occupancy of the commercial space 
is expected to take some additional time. 


The contractual relationship between the FHA and FHC continues to benefit both organizations. The FHC paid 
over $140,000 in fees to the FHA during FY2005 and another $12,000 in outside consulting fees came into the 
FHA from other sources. It was these outside fees that allowed the FHA to have a balanced operating budget 
for Fiscal 2005 despite the federal and state cuts. 


The annual Housing With Love Walk, held in July, raised just under $30,000 for the Falmouth Homeless 
Prevention Program this year—slightly less than last year’s record amount. The Prevention Program, 
administered by the FHA assisted over 40 Falmouth families with their particular housing crisis during FY 
2005. We work closely with the Falmouth Service Center, the local and regional St. Vincent DePaul Societies, 
and others to leverage funds and solve problems for families facing a crisis with their housing. 


The FHA received grants totaling over $24,000 from the Department of Housing And Community Development 
for major restoration of two of its family housing units. The grants are used for material costs and the FHA 
provides the majority of the labor involved, thereby reducing the overall cost. We also received a grant of 
$218,000 from HUD for major repairs of the decks at Tataket Apartments on Teaticket Highway. Because the 
FHA is rated as a High Performer by HUD, $6,500 of this award was bonus money that HUD distributes to 
High Performers. The cost to do the deck work is expected exceed $600,000 and will require at least two 
additional annual capital grants from HUD. 


The FHA continued to work closely with the FHC during FY2005, especially in the development of three new 
projects (704 Main Street, Edgerton Drive, and Bridgeport). All three developments will be occupied in early 
FY2006 and will contribute 90 units of housing to the Town’s housing stock. All 90 will count towards the 
Town’s 10% goal. 
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Rose Morin Apartments, a 59-unit elderly complex had one of its septic systems fail. In May, the Board of 
Selectmen approved adding 11 of the 59 units, plus the laundry room, to the Town’s sewer system. Work on 
this will be completed in early FY 2006. 


In April, Mass. NAHRO and the Citizens Housing and Planning Agency (CHAPA) commissioned a study to 
review the operating costs for state-aided public housing. The study showed that the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts falls far behind the federal government in public housing subsidies and allowable annual expense 
levels. It also showed that the continued under-funding by the Commonwealth is having a negative impact on 
the state-aided housing supply. In Falmouth there are 138 units of state-aided public housing of which 113 are 
elderly units. 


The FHA lost one of its tenants this year as a result of a fire caused by smoking in bed. Despite extraordinary 
response by the Falmouth Fire Department, the tenant died from her injuries several days after the fire. Despite 
the loss of the tenant, our thanks and appreciation go to the fire department for their great work. 


In June the FHA Board of Commissioners appointed Patti Haney to represent the Board on the newly created 
Community Preservation Act Committee. 


We take this opportunity to thank the elected and appointed Town officials and their departments who have 
supported the Housing Authority in its work over the past year. We also thank the churches, the business 
community, and the residents who have recognized the need for a community response to the current housing 
situation and have supported the efforts to address it. 


A note of personal thanks goes to the five members of the Falmouth Housing Authority’s Board of 
Commissioners. Without their support, their leadership, and their commitment to affordable housing in 
Falmouth, none of what the Authority is doing would be happening.

Transportation Management Commission (TMC) 


The Transportation Management Commission (TMC) is authorized by the Board of Selectmen and includes in 
its mission statement: 


e Preparation, promotion, and implementation of the transportation element of the Local 
Comprehensive Plan aka, Master Plan; 

e To identify problems and propose solutions to transportation issues affecting the Town of Falmouth 
that will be referred as recommended-actions to the Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Administrator; 

e To coordinate the actions of the various Town Boards, Committees and Departments that are 
concerned with transportation. 


Membership 

Membership of the TMC consists of seven (7) voting members, 4 members at large appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen: John Flanagan, Chairman, Falmouth; Jane Perry, Vice Chair, Hatchville; Ed Steinberg, North 
Falmouth, and one vacancy. The remaining 3 members are appointed by the respective member agencies: 
Planning Board, Virginia Rabesa, E. Falmouth; Historic Commission, Nancy Hayward, Falmouth; Bikeway 
Committee, Bob Fitzpatrick, W. Falmouth. 
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We thank Janet Fredericks, long serving member and Chair of the Commission, for her enlightened leadership. 
She resigned from the Commission for personal reasons. Alan Fleer, Planning Board member, also left the 
TMC. We thank him for his valuable service. He was replaced by Virginia Rabesa. 


Intermodal Transportation for Central Business District (CBD) and Airport Access 

Public transportation is under utilized on Cape Cod and results in traffic congestion, particularly during seasonal 
peaks. In order to alleviate this congestion, measures are needed to encourage public transit by incentive or 
facility. The TMC invited the Transportation and Logistics students from the Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy to evaluate and propose transit solutions. Their findings were presented to the TMC and are 
summarized in the following paragraphs: 


Residents, tourists, and visitors in Falmouth have the option of traveling directly to Boston and Logan 
Airport via bus. They may also travel to Providence via bus but not directly to T.F Green Airport. 
However, despite this bus service, there is no overnight parking available at the bus depot, nor do local 
shuttle buses (WHOSH trolley) service the bus depot. 


When examining all of the options, it was determined that in order to more effectively reduce 
commuter traffic, a bus service with an overnight parking facility would be the best option. By 
building this overnight parking facility more people would be willing to travel via bus. It is also 
recommend that a direct shuttle service be initiated to TF Green airport in Providence. 


Implementation Plan — Intermodal Access and Parking 
e Overnight parking for qualified Falmouth residents (Beach, Recycling, or Parking Sticker) be 
implemented at current bus depot parking facility (some 60 spaces) to encourage layover commuting 
and bus ridership. (Facility now limited to daytime only) 


e Negotiations have commenced with bus line to increase service or seek alternative common carrier. 


e Unpaved lot at Depot Avenue be converted to revenue producing parking facility with the following 
stipulations and recommendations: 


Surface to be blacktopped with appropriate parking markings 

Removal of RR tracks to expand capacity 

Lighting for designated overnight parking areas 

Access and egress to be achieved via state of art electronic gate with revenue capturing 
capability. 

e Fee recommendations were presented to Asst. Town Administrator including first 4 hours free 
to accommodate bike path users and casual visitors. 


Falmouth Harbor Shoreside Congestion 

The Commission was asked to evaluate the impact of increased ferry service and/or capacity from Falmouth 
harbor to Martha’s Vineyard. The Commission, in keeping with its Mission Statement, recommends that an ad 
hoc working committee be constituted to examine the situation comprised of members from Transportation 
Commission, Planning Board, Harbor Master, and Traffic Committee. 


Meetings 


The Commission meets on the 1" Monday of every month at Town Hall in the Building and Zoning Meeting 
Room on the lower floor. Interested citizens and ratepayers are encouraged to attend.

The “mission” of the Board of Appeals is to hear requests for Special Permits, Appeals, Variances and 
Comprehensive Permits (40B) from property owners of Falmouth according to Massachusetts General Laws 
(M.G.L.), Chapter 40A and Town of Falmouth Zoning Bylaws. The Board renders a decision as expeditiously 
as possible while keeping the best interest of the Town and its citizens in mind. The Board and staff continue to 
offer guidance and assistance to applicants who appear before the Board. 


The Board of Appeals is made up of three voting members and four alternate members who are appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen for a three-year term. All members play an active role in the hearing process, which 
includes asking questions of the applicants, doing site reviews of subject properties and to understand each 
applicant’s request and weighing the decisions according to the zoning bylaws of the Town of Falmouth, 
abutters and other interested parties. 


The Board of Appeals held 38 meetings (which includes two special meetings) and heard 151 cases from July 1, 
2004 to June 30, 2005. Of the 151 cases, there were 137 special permit requests of which 121 were granted, 6 
denied, nine withdrawn and one that did not need a special permit; there were 8 variance requests of which 3 
were granted, 4 denied and one withdrawn; 4 appeals of the building commissioner in which all 4 appeal 
decisions upheld the Building Commissioner’s decision; and there were 2 modification of previous special 
permits on projects and both were granted with conditions. There were no submissions in this fiscal year for a 
comprehensive permit. There was 1 remand from Superior Court and three of the Board’s decisions were 
appealed to Superior Court. 


All Board of Appeals Hearings are held on a Wednesday at 7:00 PM in the Board of Selectmen’s Meeting 
Room. 


SPECIAL PERMITS 


There are different issues that create a request for a special permit according to the bylaws. Most common 
requests are for changes to pre-existing nonconforming structures or uses; requests for accessory apartment 
within a dwelling; an accessory structure in a front yard no closer than 50 feet to front property line; and home 
based service businesses. A Decision by the Board may be subject to general or specific conditions. 


VARIANCES 


A variance is a request to vary a zoning bylaw beyond what is set forth in the Town bylaws. In a variance the 
applicant must prove that their proposed project is beyond the bylaw requirement and that owing to 
circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape or topography of the land or structures and that the proposed 
does not affecting generally the zoning district in which it is located. 


APPEALS 


The Board acts as a quasi-judicial body and determines whether a decision or order of the Building 
Commissioner is in harmony with the general purpose and intent of the bylaw. Persons aggrieved by inability 
to obtain a building permit or the subject of an enforcement action from the Building Commissioner may file 
with the Town Clerk and Board of Appeals an appeal within 30 days of the Building Commissioner’s action. 
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COMPREHENSIVE PERMITS 


The Board of Appeals is charged with the responsibility of approving or denying comprehensive permit 
requests according to M.G.L., Chapter 40B, Section 20-23, which establishes a procedure to enable the state to 
override the unwarranted refusal of a town to permit the construction of low or moderate income housing. The 
statue permits the issuance of a single or comprehensive permit where certain preconditions are met. Only 
public agencies, nonprofit corporations or limited dividend organizations may serve as applicants. Local zoning 
may be varied from but not State requirements. The Board has an obligation to seek advice on projects 
submitted from local boards and has the right to procure outside consultants if the Board deems necessary. 
Addressing the ever-pressing need for affordable housing while preserving the integrity of the villages and town 
is always the greatest challenge of all. There is additional monitoring and administrative decisions for the 
Board of Appeals after the comprehensive permit is issued during the construction since the Board of Appeals is 
the sole permitting authority for Comprehensive Permits. 


Any application submitted to the Board, whether it is a Special Permit, Variance, Appeal or Comprehensive 
Permit, is subject to certain time constraints as set forth in M.G.L.’s and Town zoning bylaws. 


The Board of Appeals’ members would like to stress to the citizens of Falmouth to read the zoning bylaws as 
they affect every one of us in the Town of Falmouth. Do not hesitate to ask questions, get clarification or 
submit concerns about zoning issues. Citizens should take an interest in the Town Meeting Warrants, as there 
may be zoning changes than can affect them and their property. The office staff is always available to try and 
answer any questions or to assist you as to where your answers may be found. 


The Board of Appeals would like to thank the members of other Town boards and committees, Town 
Administration, the Board of Selectmen, Building Commissioner, Town Planner, Town Engineer, Health Agent, 
Conservation Commission, Fire Department, Town Counsel, Police Department for all their cooperation and 
assistance.

Falmouth Design Review Committee 


The Design Review Committee was created by town meeting in April of 1991, and was charged with advising 
the Building Commissioner, the Planning Board, the Zoning Board of Appeals, and to make recommendations 
to the Board of Selectmen on sign code variance requests and by-law changes. 


Although the committee remains advisory only, the by-law was later amended to require all business applicants 
of the above boards to also appear before the DRC. We have reviewed 19 presentations from applicants to the 
Zoning Board and the Planning Board, up from 12 last year. 


One common thread we have noticed continuing in the landscape plans is the absence of shade trees. We are 
noticing an increase in oversized condo projects that may be in violation of the intent of our lot coverage 
limitations. One such project we were pleased to note was changed to a park, the Paul White corner in North 
Falmouth. We want to thank the Crowley family in North Falmouth for buying the property in order to preserve 
that part of town. 


The majority of our work continues to be in assisting to the Building Commissioner with some 169 sign permits 
reviewed this year, up from 116 last year: 


No. of signs approved as presented: 100 or 59% 
No. of signs approved after discussion: 37 or 37% 
No. of signs legally approved for HDC 8 or 5% 
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No. of signs recommended for variance: 9 or 5% 
No. of signs not recommended for variance: fj or 4% 
No. of signs continued or denied: 8 or 5% 


The committee would like to recognize the new owner of Lighthouse Ford, Paul DiBonaventura, for adopting 
the Design Review recommendations for the main Ford sign recently installed on the property, and for the taxi 
cab roof signs. 


The Design Review Committee presented 3 sign code articles that were voted in by town meeting last year. 
One was to simplify the wall sign rule while setting a limit of 75 sq. ft. Another was to add a section on special 
event signs for a 7-day period, and one to change the 20% rule on the support systems of freestanding signs. 


Appointed members who have now worked together over the last 10 years are: Arthur D. Calfee, Chairman; 
Noah Greenberg, AIA, Vice Chairman; Sue Ellen Walker, PE, Secretary; Thomas G. Lawson, AIA; Richard 
T. Johnson, Ph.D., ASLA; with Bradford S. Barnes and Howard M. Dunn as alternates. 


Falmouth Historical Commission 


The Falmouth Historical Commission was created by Town Meeting in 1979 to identify 
and preserve the historic assets of the town. Commission members are Chairman James Bowers, Elizabeth Steinberg, 
Nancy Hayward, Leslie McDonald, Sheryl Kozens and Rene Poirier. Ann Sears serves as administrator. 


Waquoit National Register District 

The Commission opened the 2004-05 year with an August celebration of the 65 historic buildings in Waquoit Village that 
form the new Waquoit National Register District. Selectman Chairman Ahmed Mustafa and Commission Chairman James 
Bowers gave National Register certificates to property owners. The Rev. Kenneth Landin spoke about the history of the 
1848 Congregational Church where the ceremonies were held. Margaret Daly opened her ca. 1750 home to the public and 
Dr. Fred Lawrence and Architectural Historian Candace Jenkins gave a slide show of historic Waquoit photos. 


Scenic Roads 

The scenic roads bylaw was adopted by Town Meeting in November to help retain the scenic character of the town’s 
narrow and winding roads, some of which are lined by mature trees and old stone walls. The bylaw provides for town 
agencies to work together to protect the stone walls and large trees on town-owned land alongside 40 designated scenic 
roads. It requires a planning board hearing and approval before such resources are removed in road construction projects. 


Awards 

In recognition of local efforts to preserve the charm and character of our community, the Commission coordinated the third 
annual Preservation and Design Awards. It presented the William O. Burwell Preservation Award to the relocated Hiram 
Nye house on Ox Bow Road, the Stewardship Award to the Emerson House in West Falmouth, and the Sense of Place 
Award to the new Cranberry Harvest Festival. 


Cupola and Shiverick’s Pond 

The Commission worked with former Selectmen Edward S. Marks to relocate the cupola of the former Hall School to its 
present site at the intersection of Library Lane and Katharine Lee Bates Road. It also worked with the Conservation 
Commission and Park Department and Beautification Council to open vista windows in the overgrown vegetation at nearby 
Shiverick’s Pond. 
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Cultural Resources Inventory 

The Commission added 86 houses in Falmouth Heights to the Cultural Resources Inventory with supporting documentary 
photographs by Commission member Audrey Marzano. These houses were identified by architectural historian Candace 
Jenkins as contributing structures in her 1999 draft nomination for the then contemplated Falmouth Heights National 
Register Historic District. The Commission listed the houses as part of its ongoing work to make the Inventory 
comprehensive and consistent in all villages of the town. Houses listed on the Cultural Resources Inventory receive the 
protection of the 90-day demolition delay law. 


Demolition 

The Commission devoted much attention to historic buildings threatened with demolition. It met with property owners, 
inspected properties, and commented on demolition proposals before the Zoning Board of Appeals and the Historic District 
Commission. At issue were Falmouth Heights buildings such as the Craftsman bungalows at 79 Grand and 13 Amherst, 
The Gothic Revival style cottages at 7 Walden and 15 Crescent Avenues, and the double-gambrel roofed home of an early 
community leader at 2 Wyoming Avenue. Following a tour of the soon-to-be demolished MacDougall’s boatyard, 
Commission member Leslie McDonald had the buildings at MacDougall’s recorded on film by volunteers with Falmouth 
Community Television. 


In Waquoit, the Commission persuaded a potential developer to preserve the house at 53 Carriage Shop Road and worked 
out a compromise with the owner of the house at 56 Carriage Shop. In North Falmouth, it convinced a potential developer 
to preserve the Francis Nye House on Old Main Road and waived delay of the demolition of 3 Chester Street which had 
lost virtually all of its historic fabric. The house at 205 Associates Road, Chapoquoit, was saved by a local resident 
moving it to a lot in North Falmouth. The move proved difficult and led the Selectmen to suggest revisions to the 
demolition delay bylaw. The Commission is in the process of reviewing possible options, including adoption by Town 
Meeting of the state recommended bylaw requiring a one-year demolition delay. 


Town Buildings 

Chairman Bowers worked with the Chamber of Commerce and other town officials on the rehabilitation of the 1834 
Lawrence Academy building. The Commission also reviewed plans to restore the historic Pumping Station on Long Pond, 
and to replace the Chapoquoit Bridge on West Falmouth Harbor, which is part of the scenic Chapoquoit Road. 


Preservation Restriction 

The Commission approved a proposed preservation restriction for the house 170 Old Main Road in which the owners agree 
to preserve their property as it is in exchange for a federal income tax deduction. Buildings on the National Register are 
eligible for such tax deductions when the owners grant preservation easements. 


Grants 

The Commission received a $9,000 grant from the Massachusetts Historical Commission for a town-wide archaeological 
study of water-powered industrial resources of the 18"" and 19" centuries. The study is expected to focus on the mills that 
once operated on the rivers of East Falmouth and Waquoit. The Commission also selected a consultant to study the creation 
of historic overlay districts in Falmouth. 


The Commission updated the Local Comprehensive Plan, and held a town-wide forum on the funding needs of historic 
structures that could be addressed by Community Preservation Act funds. Ten percent of those funds must be used for 
historic preservation. The Commission is represented on the Community Preservation Committee by Chairman James D. 
Bowers. 
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Another year has passed at the police department with many of the old issues continuing and new issues moving to the 
forefront demanding immediate attention. | One of the most challenging areas is that of personnel retention. We are 
constantly struggling to maintain a stable workforce while coping with long-term injuries, sickness, retirements and those 
persons who leave to pursue other interests. Patrol personnel replacement takes just short of one year from the time a new 
employee is selected to his/her first solo police patrol. This proves frustrating to both police administration and more 
importantly to the remaining workforce personnel who are required to carry the load. They all have done so responsibly 
and with enthusiasm.

Personnel: 

Welcome to Officers Christopher Bartolomei, John Castleberry, and Jamie Karl after successful completion of their police 
recruit academy. Welcome also to our new Civilian Dispatcher Monica Mitchell. Officers Dennis Noonan and Michael 
Puntonio transferred to another Cape police department. Officer Meredith Boswell resigned from this department to 
pursue employment in the private sector. Presently three new student officers are in their second week of academy training 
at the Mass Criminal Justice Training Facility located in Plymouth. Special CONGRATULATIONS to Brian Reid for his 
promotion to Sergeant this year 


Initiatives: 

The Community Focus Group continues to wrestle with the construct of the departmental services survey. We have 
selected a survey company, Best Results Inc., represented by Edward LeClair. Mr. LeClair has a wealth of experience in 
the administration and interpretation of surveys. He is collaborating with a nationally recognized figure in the area of 
racially biased policing from Northeastern University. Dr. Jack McDevitt brings his knowledge, experience, and 
enthusiasm to our community. Both of these criminal justice academics will assist us in gathering the salient facts and 
interpreting them in a structured and useful manner. The focus group hopes to present our findings to the Board of 
Selectmen in early December of 2005. 


The department completed a software migration to a new computer records maintenance program known as IMC. This 
change will greatly improve the department’s records retention capability. Thanks to departmental IT Supervisor Tricia 
Woods , Sergeant Douglas DeCosta and the IT personnel at Town Hall led by Lynne Grant. Their collective efforts have 
made this change as painless as possible. 


Training: 

A large portion of this years training funds were expended to hire six new police officers. Sworn permanent staff attended 
the yearly forty-hour in-service. Officers also attended specialized training in crime analysis, crime scene investigation, 
first-line supervisor training, field training, rapid response to school violence, basic mountain bike procedure, firearms 
instructor in pistol, shotgun and patrol rifle, all terrain vehicle operation and interview and interrogation methods. Civilian 
police dispatchers also received police dispatch procedures. 
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Narcotics Enforcement: 


Drug use has not diminished. Seventy-three drug related arrests were made by the drug unit during the year. Five motor 
vehicles were seized along with $26,000 in cash.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


The Falmouth Fire Rescue Department under the direction of the Forest Warden, responded to 29 Brush / Nuisance Fire 
Incidents during fiscal year 2005. The reduction of Brush / Nuisance Fire Incidents for fiscal year 2005 is a result that fire 
prevention is working in the forest fire area. The Department has implemented the National Firewise program through the 
efforts of the Fire Prevention Bureau and several groups throughout the community. The National Firewise program is a 
resident-based wildfire urban interfaced program initiated by the Fire Prevention and involves residents with surrounding 
woodlands. This program will be ongoing throughout the community for many years to come. Additionally, the 
Department wishes to thank all citizens and visitors who were extremely careful and fire safe while using our conservation 
areas and other woodlands.

EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES 


The Falmouth Fire Rescue Department responded to 4115 rescue incidents during fiscal year 2005, which equates to 77.5% 
of the Fire Rescue Department overall incident response. The demand for advanced life support ambulances in the 
community continues to rise as the density and steady growth of the elderly population continues to grow in the town of 
Falmouth. 


The Falmouth Fire Rescue Department continues to work with local nursing facilities, assisted living facilities and 
treatment center with in-service training involving the staff of these facilities. This effort between these organizations and 
the Department allows both entities to work in conjunction with the residents to strive for the best possible emergency 
medical care. The Emergency Medical Services of the Department with its ongoing efforts of educating and assisting 
various organizations with public C.P.R. classes and other timely tips in regards to what to do in the event of an emergency 
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is continual. Automated Electronic Defibrillators are in place where the public assembles and the Department is in the 
process of assisting he Beach Committee in reaching their goal of placing these life saving devices at all Town beaches. 
The Department has also been working closely with Falmouth Hospital on issues pertaining not only to routine emergency 
medical care but also on Disaster Preparedness as partners in conjunction with the Local Emergency Planning Committee. 


- A valuable partnership has been developed between the Department and the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institute’s Safety 
Office. As interaction continues to grow between the two organizations various issues relative to the scientific 
community’s campuses are addressed through drills and pre-planning meetings which cover the unique setting and possible 
hazards of the W.H.O.I. campus. 

Chad Absten, Tim Bailey and Rowan Olmstead have joined the department serving the community as Firefighter 
Paramedics. The department now employs 31 E.M.T.s and 27 Paramedics.

FIRE PREVENTION REPORT 


The Department continues to place emphasis on fire prevention in our community. We will continue with this philosophy, 
by providing a rigorous enforcement section as well as a stimulating fire safety educational program, we believe we are 
doing our utmost to protect our citizens and visitors to our town. We at the Department consider our fire suppression and 
emergency medical response personnel to be the most qualified and professional in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Though we have this top-notch force, we would rather utilize our resources to promote fire prevention and teach life safety 
practices, rather than to fight fires and respond to medical emergencies. By promoting fire prevention, we hope to prevent 
deaths, injuries and property loss due to fire. We, as a community can accomplish this goal with an aggressive fire 
prevention, education, and investigation and enforcement approach. 


With the Fire Prevention Division of the Department conducting inspections and issuing permits on a daily basis, we are 
reaching out to the community every day with our fire safety message. This past year we delivered our fire safety message 
during fire prevention week, by hosting a Fire Safety Day at Marina Park. 


This was a huge success as many residents from the town had the opportunity to meet their firefighters, see the Department 
equipment, learn about fire safety, not to mention have fun and free food! We hope to make this fire safety day an annual 
event, as this seems to be an excellent way to advocate our fire safety message. 


In addition to Fire Safety Day, the Fire Prevention Division visited many areas of the community promoting fire safety. 
Getting the message out, pertaining to fire safety to as many of our residents as possible is our goal. We especially want to 
reach out to the elderly and to the children of the community, as these groups are most affected by fire related emergencies. 
Last year were successful in acquiring an Assistance to Firefighters Grant for a Fire Education Outreach Program (FEOP). 
This year we were able to put this FEOP into service. The Department received $48,000 through this federally funded grant 
process. This program concentrated on our target audience of the old and the young. We were able to purchase two very 
successful tools to help educate the children of Falmouth. One of these props is Patches the Fire Dog, this remotely 
controlled dog in a fire truck keeps the young children happy and excited, while learning about fire safety. The second is a 
hazard house, this large doll like house shows hidden hazards in and around the home. We also utilized funds to support 
our ongoing Student Awareness of Fire Education (SAFE) program in conjunction with Falmouth Public Schools. In this 
program we visit a target grade in the schools and end the year with a trip to the SAFE fire safety house, where the children 
get to practice emergency egress and other life saving tips that they have learned throughout the school year. 


The second part of our FEOP audience was the elderly population of our town. We have visited many of the senior citizen 
centers and spread our fire safety message to the seniors. While meeting with this high-risk population we were promoting 
fire safety issues pertaining to the elderly. Another element of this program was the purchase of a large number of Knox 
Boxes. These are a device that the elderly or incapacitated can mount on the exterior of their home, with a key to enter the 
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home inside of the box. Only the Department has the key to enter this Knox Box. This allows rapid entry when someone 
cannot get to the door to open the door for the emergency medical personnel. We have also purchased a large number of 
smoke detectors to distribute to the elderly residents whom do not presently have smoke detectors installed in their homes. 
We have been working with the Falmouth Senior Center in distributing these life saving devices. 


One more way we are attempting to prevent large loss fires is to promote a fire extinguisher training program. We have 
worked with many of the larger employers of the town, with a “hands on” fire extinguisher training program. This has 
proven to be a popular program with institutes such as Falmouth Hospital, Woods Hole Oceanographic and the Visiting 
Nurses Association. 


According to Massachusetts General Law, all fires in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts must be investigated to— 
determine cause; by finding the cause we can take measures to prevent similar fires. The Falmouth Fire Rescue 
Investigation Division has the responsibility of investigating all of the fires occurring in Falmouth. On several occasions 
the State Fire Marshal and the 


Falmouth Police Department assisted the Department in investigation both accidental and intentionally set fires in our 
community. Unfortunately, this past year two residents lost their lives during fires in two separate fire incidents, we did 
have a few relatively minor injuries due to fire. Our goal next year is to report zero fire deaths and zero fire injuries. We 
cannot overstress the importance of each and every home to have working smoke detectors; they do save lives!

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Last year was quite a year for winter storms. We had to major storms with snow reaching records of 39” in some 
areas. Schools were closed for 5 straight days. Many businesses were also closed for several days. Additional 
snow removal equipment was brought in from other off cape towns. The shelter at the High School was open on 
two separate occasions. Power outages were in excess of 48 hours in some areas. Six residents exercised the use of 
the shelter during that time. The Red Cross helped staff the shelter along with the AmeriCorp. Many Town Hall 
employees rotated to help staff the shelter with some of the volunteers from the Emergency Preparedness volunteer 
group. Many thank to all the individuals who helped make the shelter comfortable and available to all our residents. 
We still need more volunteers to help with these efforts in the near future. Please feel free to contact me at 508-495- 
7456 if you would be interested in volunteering. 


The Emergency Operations Center was also manned for 24 to 36 hour periods during both winter storms. The 
Center is open for any residents and businesses to call in with questions on snow removal, elderly needs, and power 
outages and any storm related issues. 


I would like to thank Bob Murphy for his dedication in volunteering as the shelter manager. Bob has recruited some 
well skilled volunteers to help operate the shelter in the event of an emergency. Every volunteer deserves a word of 
thanks for their help. 

We have negotiated a new contract with the Red Cross. In the event of a major storm we can request that the Red 
Cross assists Falmouth with our needs. This is especially needed if a hurricane were to arise during our busy tourist 
season. 


The Local Emergency Planning Committee continues to update and plan for future emergencies and all are invited 
to attend any monthly meetings at the Falmouth Fire Station. 
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The Inspectional Services/Zoning Department has seen a busy year as reflected in the number and size of permitted 
building projects. There were 6,543 building, electrical, gas and plumbing permits issued during the fiscal year. A 
total of 277 new housing units on vacant land and 7 new commercial structures were permitted. There were 106 sign 
permits, 37 stove permits, and 247 certificates of inspections, and the Building Department received and responded 
to 67 requests for the determination of the buildability of vacant lots. The Zoning Enforcement Officer has 
responded to and addressed over 400 issues regarding alleged zoning and/or sign violations. 


The fiscal year saw an increase of teardown and rebuilding of existing properties on water front lots and in the 
number of large additions to existing single-family dwellings. There have been several large housing projects started 
including Falmouth Housing Corporation’s Main Street Complex with 58 residential units and 10,000 square feet of 
office/commercial space and Wise Living’s Independent Living Facility with 55 residential units. Phase | of the 
renovations at Falmouth High School began. The Senior Center renovations were completed and the Center was 
reopened. 


Main Street again saw renovations and changes. The Villagio Café Bar & Grille opened. The Puritan Clothing 
Store moved down Main Street to a newly renovated building including the new Inkwell Bookstore. In Puritan 
Clothing’s old space a new Bellezza Day Spa opened for business. 

WHOLI’s two large projects, the Bio Chemistry Laboratory and Research Facility are nearing completion, along with 
the Casino project on Grand Avenue.

Health Department 


The Health Department performed routine inspections of all year-round, seasonal, mobile and temporary food 
service establishments operating in the Town, including temporary vendors at the annual Barnstable County Fair. A 
primary goal of the Health Department is to promote safe food service to the public through a program of frequent 
restaurant inspections, timely re-inspections for violations and education of managers and food handlers. 


The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the control of certain communicable diseases. These 


biological materials are supplied to the Town by the State Department of Public Health and are distributed free to 
local health care providers, including the Falmouth School system and the nursing services contracted by the 
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Board of Health, for specific pediatric and adult populations. A total of 1425 flu immunizations were administered 
to eligible Falmouth residents at public clinics conducted during the flu season. 


Falmouth participates in a regional Household Waste Collection Program with the Towns of Mashpee, Sandwich 
and Bourne in cooperation with the Barnstable County Agricultural Extension Service and the Coast Guard Air 
Station Cape Cod. This service provides multiple collection dates for the residents of the participating towns. The 
collection program allows the public to dispose of hazardous materials in an environmentally safe manner and 
provides the towns an opportunity to distribute educational materials to the participants. A total of 716 Falmouth 
households attended the various collections conducted in FY 2004. 


The Town offers property owners a state funded loan program for septic system upgrades. The program is 
administered by the Falmouth and Barnstable County Health Departments. It allows property owners to borrow 
money from the town and repay the loan over a period of up to twenty years through a betterment on their annual 
property tax bill. Title 5 of the State Environmental Code requires inspections of subsurface sewage disposal 
systems prior to property transfers. The effect of regulatory and market forces combining to produce an increase in 
voluntary septic system replacements improves the quality of effluent Falmouth discharges to its ground water as 
failed systems are upgraded to current regulatory requirements.

Sealer Of Weights And Measures 


In accordance with Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 98, inspection, testing and sealing of weighing and 
measuring devices were conducted in the Town of Falmouth. Businesses visited for compliance included the 
following: 


Gasoline stations, marinas, fuel oil companies, taxi’s, grocery stores, pharmacies, vegetable stands, fish markets, 
bait and tackle shops, sporting goods stores, and hardware, paint, and lumber companies. 

Others were the Falmouth hospital, doctors offices, transfer station, wastewater station, postal services, gravel, 
concrete and landscape companies, restaurants, recycle centers, water stations, pet, jewelry, candy, coffee, herb, and 
health food stores. Also, the airport and various other retail stores. 
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A total of 689 weighing and measuring devices were inspected and tested for accuracy and condition. Devices that 
met the requirements of Handbook 44 of the National Institute of Standards and Technology were sealed; 56 devices 
were adjusted and sealed; 18 devices were not sealed, and one was condemned. 

Nine complaints were received and resolved. An estimated total of $381.00 was saved by consumers, and $1077.00 
saved by business owners, because of adjustments made to devices. 


A total of $13,012.75 was collected in fees as of June 30, 2005, and deposited with the Town Treasurer. 


Complaints for FY 2005 were up because of the increase in the price of gasoline. Meter jump is the most common 
problem, and it is usually caused by a leak in the hose. A small amount of gasoline filling the air space in the hose 
can account for a 10-20 cent jump before any gasoline is actually pumped. 


All packaged and bulk commodities inspected were found in conformance with regulations. 


Two fuel trucks examined were found to have expired seals. Warnings were issued to both, and they were sealed 
properly within one week. The town still is in need of a prover to test fuel oil trucks. 


All digital scales used for retail sales must be mounted so the readout on the back of the scale is clearly visible to the 
consumer. Also, a proper tare, to account for packaging, must be entered on digital scales to ensure consumers are 
only charged for the net weight of the item purchased. 


Firewood must be sold by the cubic foot. One cord equals 128 cubic feet of tightly packed wood. Always check the 
dimensions of a load of firewood before it is unloaded. A sales receipt, which indicates the seller, customer, price, 
and number of cubic feet sold, must be included with the sale. 


I would like to acknowledge the cooperation of personnel at the State Division of Standards throughout the year, and 
especially State Inspector Tom Hansbury and Metrology technician Donald Smith, of that office.

Town Building Committee 


The Town Building Committee is made up of seven members appointed by the Selectmen for staggered three-year 
terms with the responsibility of serving as the Town’s representative for all Town funded building construction 
projects (exclusive of school buildings). The committee is responsible for providing recommendations for design 
consultants, directing and overseeing the design, reviewing and approving construction documents, serving as 
project manager for the Town on constructions projects and approving change orders and payment of invoices for 
projects and assisting with resolution of construction problems. Upon completion of the project, the committee 
certifies the acceptable completion of the contract to the Town Administrator. The committee also assists with 
warranty and construction issues that may arise. 

The Committee met once each month in FY 2005 to review the status of projects, approve payment of invoices, 
approve after meetings with the architect and user committee the 25 % schematic design for the Ellen T. Mitchell 
Surf Drive Bath House and the preliminary cost estimate to forward to the Town Administrator, after meetings with 
the architects and user committee approved the schematic design and preliminary estimate for the Falmouth Public 
Library Renovation and Addition and forwarded our recommendation to the Town Administrator and gave a 
presentation to the Selectmen, assisted the Library staff and trustees with the presentation of the funding request to 
Town Meeting, and continued to work with the architect, users and Assistant Town Administrator to see if the Band 
Shell could be redesigned so that it could be constructed within the available funds. Committee members assigned 
to specific projects also met throughout the year with their sub-committees for their projects.

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Following is the 45th Annual Report of the Falmouth Department of Public Works covering operations of the 
Department for the period July 1, 2004 through June 30, 2005. 


ROADS 


The Department completed its annual road program, which was started in May 2004. This program completed 
Gifford Street, Quaker Road, Red Brook Road, Ostrom Road, School Street, and a portion of Quissett Avenue. Total 
project cost was $1,208,290.37, all of which came from State Aid Chapter 90 funds., As part of the project, 
sidewalks and curbs were installed on Gifford St., Quaker Rd., School St., and walks on Quissett Ave. were 
reconstructed. 


Fiscal year 2005 roads were started in the Spring of ’05 and Quaker Road between Santuit Rd. and Curley Blvd., 
was pulverized and injected to form an Asphalt Stabilized Base and binder course of bituminous concrete put in. 
This section of road and these others will be completed in FY’06. 


BETTERMENT ROADS 

Four roads accepted at Town Meeting were reconstructed under the Betterment Act, whereby abutters pay 100% of 
the construction costs. These roads were Fox Lane, Edgehill Road, Hummingbird Hill Road and Tall Pine Road. 
Total cost for all four roads was $193,310.79. 


GIFFORD STREET PUBLIC WORKS MAINTENANCE FACILITY 

Work commenced on this 5.4 million dollar project in March 2005. The project was approved by voters in May 
2004 and will provide modern offices, new facilities for employees, and additional indoor parking for vehicles and 
equipment. As of the end of June 2005, the project was approximately 43% complete. Final completion is scheduled 
for May 2006. 


BRIDGES AND SIDEWALKS 


Major repair work continued on the Eel Pond Bridge in Woods Hole, which is scheduled for replacement. Also see 
report on bridges by the Engineering Division. 


Replacement sidewalks and granite curbs were installed on portions of Grand Avenue, Quaker Rd,, North Main 
Street and a reconstructed bituminous concrete walk on Clinton Avenue. 


EQUIPMENT 
The Department purchased one Utility Truck, one-Half-Ton Pickup Truck, one Explorer, one Grader, one 
Loader/Backhoe. Made the 2™ and final lease-purchase payment on a Sweeper, and two Sand/Salt Spreaders for a 


total net cost of $292,137. It is important to continue to fund replacement equipment so as maintenance costs do not 
escalate. 


SOLID WASTE 

The Department continues to operate the Waste Management Facility with its own equipment and personnel. 
Everything that comes in must go out. Total FY'05 gate income for the Waste Management Facility was $214,840. 
Resident stickers were sold in the Tax Collectors office commencing in March 2005 and the aforementioned income 


does not include sticker sales. 


The Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station handled a total of 49,084 tons of refuse for shipment to SEMASS, a 
decrease of 6,399 tons from the previous fiscal year. Falmouth tonnage was 24,194, or forty-nine percent (49%), and 


was 2,422 tons less than the previous fiscal year.

ENGINEERING ADMINISTRATION — - 


Issued new house numbers and corrected invalid ones, 
keeping the Assessors, Fire and Building Departments 
informed of all changes; updated the Falmouth Street 
Directory; assisted the general public in their quest for 
information on subdivision plans, topography maps, 
benchmarks, land court certificates and aerial photos. 
Managed street opening permit files; provided basic 
guidelines on locating an area for flood zone 
information. Started the process of transferring all hard 
copy index card files to a computer database for 
property/plan identification. Prepared bid packages and 
their advertisements with the Central Register and 
Falmouth Enterprise. Generated personnel action forms. 
Maintained records of attendance; vacation, sick leave, 

personal and compensatory time for DPW 
Administration, Highways, Waste Management Facility, Transfer Station, Parks, and Engineering Departments. 
Prepared technical reports, accounting balance sheets, and statistical data forms for the engineering staff. Organized 
and removed duplicate plans from the vertical files. Compared and reviewed changes on the Assessors maps from 
previous year to current year regarding property lines and plan changes for the year. 


SURVEY AND TECHNICAL BRANCHES 


SIDEWALKS - Completed the design, contract administration, and construction management for sidewalks at 
various locations throughout town. Completed construction of new sidewalks on Quaker Rd., Grand Ave. (south), 
Clinton Ave., North Main St., and the entrance to St. Barnabas Church. The contract for these projects was awarded 
to Century Paving & Construction Corp. of Fall River, Massachusetts. Worked with the police and the Highway 
Department regarding the placement of parking stalls and meters in various locations. Repaired the retaining wall at 
St. Barnabas Church. 


DRAINAGE - Completed the survey and design of the Stormwater project installed on Quaker Rd. to mitigate 
roadway runoff into Dam Pond. Completed a field survey along Gifford St. at Sol’s Pond regarding the Restoration 
of Sol’s Pond. Restoration of identified outlets to be completed by 2007. 


The Coastal Discharge Drainage list was updated and maintained as an ongoing project to locate and identify all 
drainage structures in town while also updating the GIS maps. Low points were marked at various locations for the 
Highway Dept for the purpose of placing leaching basins to improve drainage. 


Administered the Stormwater Management Program and the Notice of Intent General Permit for Stormwater 
Discharges required by the United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) under the National Pollution 
Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) Phase II for municipal separate storm sewer systems (MS4s). This program 
was initiated in the Fall of 2003 and is an on going program for five years with a scheduled completion in the Spring 
of 2008. 


PARKING - Completed reviewing and modifying various Town owned parking lots, sidewalks, and building 
entrances to insure compliance with the Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Architectural Access Board. Met with the Tree Warden regarding a design of a new parking area and 
traffic flow at the North Falmouth Elementary School. 


TRAFFIC - Assisted the Traffic Advisory Committee on various projects and reviews for traffic flow, signage, 
and regulatory requests. 
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Engineering Division 


COMPOST FACILITY - There are five windrows at the facility each containing about 1500 cubic yards. 
Temperatures were taken and recorded to monitor the rate of decomposition occurring within the windrows. As 
requested by the Highway Dept. we staked the location of windrows which will contain leafs and yard waste 
deposited at the drop off area. In May 2005, Cavossa Excavating Inc. arrived at the leaf and yard waste facility to 
screen and sort all windrows composed of raw materials consisting of leaves, grass, and small woody debris 
collected from the spring 2004. The result was approximately 4630 cubic yards of a safe and valuable soil additive. 
This was distributed between the Town of Falmouth and Cavossa. 


LANDFILL - Designed and assisted in painting parking lines at the W.M.F. Tested and documented gas 
readings taken at the well sites around the landfill. Performed Post Closure Monitoring of the Soil Gas Wells at the 
W.M.F. Topographical Survey done on top of the covered landfill. Along with the long-term commitment to 
monitor the groundwater and landfill gases the Engineering Division has begun projects for maintenance of the cap, 
and the gas and drainage systems of the closed landfill. This work and the monitoring program will provide 
protection for the town’s vital ground water. 


WELL MONITORING - Bob Williams and The Barnstable County Health Department have taken water 
samples at the landfill, these samples are for the Falmouth early warning system and to monitor for various gases at 
the landfill. 


PARKS - With the assistance of the Highway and Parks Department, along with the Town Electrician, we 
completed the design and construction of a basketball court at the Recreation Building. Started design of a new 
playground at the Recreation Center. 


SIGNS - Assisted the DPW with the installation of signs and the painting of stop bars and crosswalks. These 
included the set up of Speed Zones along Thomas B. Landers Rd., Locustfield Rd., and other roads in town. 
Provided the drawing for the signage proposed for the Mullen Hall School. 


SURVEYS - Designed and marked the location of traffic lanes at the intersection of Gifford St. and Brick Kiln 
Rd. which concluded the reconstruction and realignment of the travel ways at the intersection. Established the site 
and design drawing for the Cupola along Katherine Lee Bates Rd. Surveyed the Cardoza Property and established 
the 1928 layout of route 28A to acquire a street opening from the State. Surveyed along Water St. regarding a land 
taking for the Eel Pond Bridge Project. Survey at Scranton Ave. regarding taking. Negotiated and acquired 
necessary land and easement acquisitions for the reconstruction of the Eel Pond Bridge in Woods Hole. Assisted 
with the relocation and construction plans for the Hall School Cupola along Katharine Lee Bates Road. 


STREET OPENING PERMIT PROGRAM - Forty-eight Street Opening Permits were issued including 
NSTAR permit to install a multiple duct bank to improve power in Woods Hole, Quissett and to Martha’s Vineyard. 
Public roads are subject to a Street Opening Permit from the Department. Questions relating to permits should be 
directed to the DPW Engineering Division. 


BRIDGES - Worked with Mass Highway (Boston) to complete design of the replacement of the Eel Pond Bridge. 
Project scheduled for construction CY 2006/2007. Helped the Mass Highway complete the 75% plans & 
specification for the replacement of the Chapoquoit Road Bridge. Construction planned for CY 2007/2008. 


WIND TURBINE - Worked with the Massachusetts Technology Collaborative (MTC) in preparing a feasibility 
study for the installation of a wind turbine at the town’s wastewater treatment facility. Preliminary indication by the 
consultant (Kema Inc.) is that it is feasible. The next step is to prepare an economic analysis. This will be 
completed early on in FY 2006. 


The engineering division will continue to place a high priority on the Road Management System (roads, sidewalks, 


signage, etc.), stormwater remediation and bridge replacements. Service to the public over-the-counter is our top 
priority.

ODD FELLOWS HALL 


The Town has purchased the Odd Fellows Hall and has not implemented a renovation plan as of yet. 


SENIOR CENTER 

The Senior Center was closed in July of 04 due to structural damage. Several floor joists were found to be rotted. 
Interior floors were sagging. The center is built on filled marshland and has a 3ft. dirt crawl space with inadequate 
ventilation. The Center has now been reopened and most of the renovations have been completed. The moisture in 
the basement has been resolved with the pour of a slab with drainage and ventilation. There are still more 
renovations to come in the near future with the installation a new windows and a roof. 


POOR HOUSE 


The Poor House is now occupied by the Retirement Board. It has been renamed the Edward Marks Jr. Building. 
Most of the interior renovations have been completed and the exterior work will continue this fall with new paint 
and siding. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


The Chamber is in the middle of an extensive renovation. The renovation is under contract with Mike Duffany 
Builders. Many local contractors have participated in the renovation and the Chamber has received many donated 
construction items.

Following is the 45th Annual Report of the Falmouth Department of Public Works Highway Division covering 
operations of the Department for the period July 1, 2004 through June 30, 2005. 


Our Division is responsible for the day-to-day maintenance of 218 miles of Town roads. These duties include, but 
are not limited to, street sweeping, roadside mowing, catch basin cleaning, litter control, and asphalt patching. The 
following is a report of other projects throughout the year. 


DRAINAGE 


This Division has been working closely with the Engineering Dept. to update and correct several drainage problems 
throughout all areas of the Town. This work ranges from rebuilding existing structures to complete installations of 
new basins. 


BEACH MAINTENANCE 


This year, prior to the beach season opening, drainage improvements were made at Old Silver Beach (Residents 
side) in the area by the concession stand. The old system was inadequate and flooding was a problem. More 
structures were added to alleviate the problem. Also this year, eight more Hid-A-Bag refuse containers were 
ordered. These free standing blue, 70-gallon containers are located at all of Falmouth beaches. 


COMPOSTING 


We continue to operate our leaf & yard waste composting facility off of Blacksmith Shop Rd. in conjunction with 
our Waste Management Facility on Thomas B. Landers Rd. This year we partnered with Carl F. Cavossa, Jr. 
Excavating, Inc. to screen approximately 4,630 c.y. of material. A dark rich compost was produced and split 50/50 
with the contractor. Of the Town’s 50% roughly half is made available to the public. The Town’s portion is mixed 
with loam and used on Town projects. This year we have noticed a considerable amount of debris being mixed in 
with the yard waste. This is a self-policing facility that serves all the resident taxpayers of Falmouth. With limited 
budget resources, we ask everyone’s help in keeping this facility clean of debris for a natural rich product. 


SNOW & ICE 


The winter season of 2004-2005 was a very eventful time. Many storms required this Division to activate its full 
force along with private contractors to ensure public safety on our roads. The most significant being the January 
blizzard of 2005. Snowfall began January 22, 2005 at 4:00pm and ended on January 24, 2005 at 5:00pm in which 
time 34” of snow blanketed the Town. In addition, snowdrifts of 8 to 12 feet were found in some coastal 
neighborhoods. 

The Governor declared a state of emergency allowing Cities and Towns to recoup up to 75% of their expenses 
through the Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency (MEMA). After many hours of compiling 
documentation of equipment, labor, and materials, Mr. Owen submitted a package to MEMA in which Falmouth 
was reimbursed $145,855.37. 


WASTE MANAGEMENT FACILITY 

This facility located on Thomas B. Landers Rd. acts as a mini-transfer station. All items brought here are sorted and 
eventually removed. New this year, all WME stickers are now sold at the Tax Collectors office at Town Hall. 

The Swap Shop continues to be a popular place where residents can leave usable items and browse for other 
treasures. Andy Lawing, our Swap Shop Overseer has resigned after several seasons with us. Andy and his wife 
have relocated out of state and we wish them well. 

A new addition this year is a 20 ft. closed container for used books. Hands Across The Water, a non-profit 
organization geared at collecting and redistributing books based in Stoneham, Ma. has asked to have a collection 
container at our site. Many other Cape Towns participate in this program as well. For more information log on to 
www.surplusbooksforcharity.orgI would at this time, wish to thank Mr. Owen, the entire staff of men and women 
with the DPW, as well as all other Departments for their help in accomplishing our goals this past year.

Our division is responsible for the day-to-day maintenance operations of most Town owned facilities. The following 
is a report of major projects and initiatives undertaken through out this fiscal year: 


Mullen Hall School Cupola: The Cupola that sat on top of the Hall School was removed and relocated to 
the DPW for repair, and a committee was formed to choose a site, and place it at a permanent location along the 
perimeter of the Mullen School and Katherine Lee Bates Rd. A dedication ceremony was held in June, and an 
extensive landscape was donated by the Falmouth Garden Club to celebrate their 75-year anniversary. 


Mullen Elementary School: Major site renovations were accomplished by the Park Division on the 1.5 ac. 
lawn area, including improved drainage, soil and seed. 


Fuller Field: The baseball diamond at Fuller was stripped, and laser graded, reducing the infield by 8”, to match 
the elevation of the outfield. A new and improved irrigation zone was added to the infield. The Falmouth 
Commodores partnered with the Division to fund some of the improvements. 


Insect Pest Control: There were 10 confirmed cases of Dutch Elm Disease, and there was defoliation in 
virtually every village in varying degrees, by the winter moth caterpillar. Gypsy Moth populations were also on the 
rise. 


Town Hall Xeriscape: The landscape here received national attention, as it was part of a featured series by 
Home and Garden T.V. “People, Places and Plants.” 


North Falmouth Elementary School: The combined efforts of the Parks, Highway, and Engineering 
Divisions accomplished parking lot enlargement behind the school providing all the services to build a 100’x 200’ 
area. 


Arbor Day: Was held at the Teaticket School, on April 29. the site received substantial new trees planted 
courtesy of 3 local businesses, and the Arbor Day Committee coordinated the days’ events. 


Tree City USA: Once again, Falmouth received this status by the National Arbor Day Foundation and the 
Commonwealth of Mass. For the Eighth year, recognizing our Town’s commitment to tree preservation. 


Palmer Ave. Tree Project: The tree Division partnered with Ma. Highway Dept., Nstar crews and private 
contractors to brush and prune 1.1 miles of the highway, greatly improving the safety, and the appearance of this 
stretch of highly traveled road.

The new water treatment facility at Crooked Pond went on-line during the summer 2005. The plant will process up 
to 2.5 million gallons of water per day from the Crooked Pond and Coonamessett wells. This is a highly advanced 
facility utilizing filtration, air-stripping and carbon adsorption to produce water surpassing all state and federal 
standards of quality. 


The prudent management of our water resources will continue to play a major role in water conservation and 
regulatory compliance. Our goal is to ensure that we develop sufficient sources to meet present and future needs of 
the community in addition to reducing environmental impacts associated with the over-pumping of resources that 
occurs when there are too few sources to meet demands. 


Capital improvements to the water system for 2005-2006 include $6.6M for transmission mains to upgrade our 
aging water transmission system. Some of the project areas include: Ter Heune Drive intersection, Old Dock Road, 
Route 28A, a portion of Woods Hole Road and a large portion of East Falmouth Hwy. Future capital improvements 
include a new water filtration facility for Long Pond as well as new water sources with treatment facilities in the 
Ashumet Valley / Crane Wildlife area of town.

PERMITTING 


The Conservation Commission is responsible for reviewing and 
issuing decisions on all permit applications submitted under the 
Massachusetts Wetland Protection Act and the Falmouth Wetland 
Bylaw and Regulations. Additionally the Commission is responsible for 
managing 1,858 acres of Town owned conservation land under the 
Commissions jurisdiction. During the fiscal year 2004 - 2005 the 
Falmouth Conservation Commission acted upon 560 _ permit 
applications. The various types and numbers of permits reviewed and 
issued are summarized in Table 1, below.

The Conservation Commission held fifty (50) public hearings and an additional thirty three (33) public meetings to 
discuss policy, regulations, and land management. The public meetings included discussions on the development of 
a wildfire management plan for Beebee Woods, procedures for issuing and pursing Enforcement Orders, and the 
management of Conservation parcels. 


During the past year the Conservation Commission has continued its commitment to process applications within the 
21 day regulatory timeframe and has continued to issue decisions within 21 days of the close of the public hearings. 
The Conservation Commission has also focused on issuing Certificates of Compliance to reduce the backlog of open 
applications. 


During the past months the Department of Natural Resources has been assisting the Conservation Commission by 


co-handling enforcement issues. This cooperation between departments allows the Conservation staff to focus its 
resources on reviewing current applications.

On October 4, 2004, the Commonwealth requested that the Department of Natural Resources seconder Assistant 
Director Chuck Martinsen to the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries, for the purpose of assisting them in 
the removal of a fifteen foot long 1,700 pound female great white shark from a lagoon, near Monohansett Island, off 
the coast of Woods Hole. The great white shark, an endangered species, had been trapped for several days in a 
shallow embayment. It has been speculated that the shark was lured over a sand bar and cut off from the open ocean 
while pursuing prey. Assistant Director Martinsen became a member of a team of Fisheries personnel and 
fisherman, headed by DMF shark expert Greg Skommel. This team managed to extricate the shark from the lagoon 
by gradually moving seine nets towards Vineyard Sound, while driving the shark ahead of them with boat deployed 
fire hoses, supplied by the Town of Falmouth.

During the early spring most of the harbors on Cape Cod were closed to shellfishing for weeks due to the outbreak 
of the biotoxin Alexandrium (red tide). Fortunately the waters of Falmouth remained red tide free and shellfishing 
continued as normal. Although commercial shellfishing was still open in Falmouth, public apprehension of the 
disease had negatively impacted the sale of our local shellfish. In response to this problem, the Department of 
Natural Resources took television crews from Channel 5, Boston, and Channel 22, Springfield, on the water in 
Waquoit Bay to observe the harvest of our locally grown shellfish and to help educated the Massachusetts consumer 
that our product was safe to eat. On this note, we have continued with our aquaculture programs at Green Pond and 
West Falmouth Harbor. One and a half million quahogs were grown in our upwellers and planted throughout the 
Town. In addition, we would like to thank Rod Taylor of Taylor Bay Scallops for donating fourteen totes of scallop 
seed to the additional thirty-six totes of scallop seed that we had purchased from Taylor Bay Scallops. We utilized 
these scallop seeds in our plantings in Waquoit Bay and West Falmouth Harbor. This year our office has received 
180 bags of remote set oyster seed from the Barnstable County Extension Service. These juvenile oysters will be 
grown out and planted in West Falmouth Harbor. They will be ready for harvest in three years. We would also like 
to extend our thanks to those Senior Americorps volunteers who have worked so hard in assisting us with our 
upwellers. During the winter, the Board of Selectmen approved the DNR request to form a Coastal Pond 
Management Committee. The Board has appointed members of this committee from the marine science community, 
Falmouth Conservation Commission, Waterways Committee as well as people who have commercial shellfishing 
interests. DNR Director Patton and Assistant Director Martinsen serve as 
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Department of Natural Resources 


ex-officio members. The Coastal Pond Committee’s Charter Statement stresses that the purpose of the committee is 
to develop a management plan, ”that balances the preservation of natural resources and improved water quality with 
public use of the resource”. It is the department’s hope that through this committee harbor management’s plans can 
be developed that will help regulate and improve the environmental quality of our fragile coastal pond systems.

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Senior Animal Control Officer Thomas Garland reports that Falmouth Animal Control has experienced a grueling 
year with the outbreak of rabies on Cape Cod. The first cases of the disease were discovered in the spring of 2004. 
Subsequently, the disease has spread across the Cape. It is the opinion of Animal Control that rabies has peaked in 
this area and will soon fall off to that level of frequency experienced by the rest of the state. Falmouth has had 
several cases of rabid animals attacking residents and their pets. Animal Control has become ever more vigilant and 
has shortened the response time in getting specimens to the State lab for rabies testing so that victims may be 
promptly treated, if necessary. Treatment for the disease is 100% successful if administered promptly. Quarantine 
orders for pets are required in all exposures and possible exposures. Due to this need, the workload of Animal 
Control has been greatly increased. The United States Department of Agriculture has been able to give Cape Cod 
assistance with the monitoring of the spread of the disease and with preparing specimens for shipment to the State 
lab at Jamaica Plain for testing. Falmouth has so far recorded 31 animals that have been tested by the lab as positive. 


The number of barn inspections has remained unchanged with some agricultural concerns ceasing operations and 
new ones coming in to take their place. The type of domestic animals seems to be the same with a slight move to 
more exotic species, such as peacocks and Ilamas. This year only minor cases of unclean or unsafe conditions were 
noted and citations were issued. No cases of abuse or neglect were found.

TOWN REPORTS 
Beach Committee 


The 2005 beach season will be remembered as the year one of our employees, Mary Richardson, was honored by 
having August 24" named “Mary Richardson Day” in recognition of her 20 years of devotion and efforts in behalf 
of the Falmouth Beaches. Carolyn Cabral and Amy Sellers became members of the Falmouth Beach Committee. 
The Beach Committee continued its goal to have a “user friendly” Beach Department. Senior staff continually 
reinforced this goal on our young employees. The Beach Department was fully staffed and did not have any 
problems hiring lifeguards and parking attendants. In fact, 20 of our complement of 25 parking attendants returned, 
providing very few openings for new employees in this position. We did hire 19 new lifeguards to replace senior 
lifeguards who departed for permanent jobs. This favorable staffing picture is attributable, in part, to our in-house 
lifeguard-training program. 


Similar to last summer, this year we encountered many humid days, where showers and sunshine took turns keeping 
everyone guessing whether or not they should go to the beach. Last year, 14,264 cars visited the public side of Old 
Silver Beach; this year, 15,165 cars visited. The price of resident stickers rose to $30/year. They were issued via 
mail in the pre-season, and approximately 2400 resident stickers were sold via this method. This was the second 
year of a two-year cycle. Over 3500 beach stickers, permits, day tickets and hotel/motel coupons were sold. Total 
FY0O5 revenues for the Beach Department were $604,679. 


For the fourth year, the DPW performed maintenance functions for the beaches, as well as beach buildings. One of 
the projects completed was the installation of a storm drain at Old Silver Beach (Resident), thereby eliminating a 
flooding problem there. The conceptual design, for renovations to the Ellen T. Mitchell Building at Surf Drive, was 
completed. The Old Stone Dock Association again contributed the flowers for the window boxes on the building, 
thereby improving its appearance. Plans for the nourishment of Woodneck Beach, permanent bathroom facilities at 
Falmouth Heights and improvements to the entrance and dunes at Menauhant Beach (East) this fall, are in the 
works. The Beach Committee is also developing a nourishment plan and new signage for all the beaches. 
Moonpenny Lane residents voluntarily painted the old Menauhant Bridge. Approximately 300 tons of upland sand 
were deposited on Menauhant Beach to offset the effects of erosion, thereby providing beach area for the enjoyment 
of beach patrons. In keeping with the goal of the Beach Committee to improve the beach environment, the fourth 
and last purchase of new covered trash containers will enable the Beach Committee to achieve its goal of having 
100% coverage on all beaches. 


Traditional beach events were held. Among these was the August 3rd Cape Cod Lifeguard Competition held at 
Marconi Beach at the Cape Cod National Seashore. Falmouth lifeguards distinguished themselves by taking second 
place in their division. Our lifeguards also competed, for the first time, in the 26"" Annual Northern New England 
Lifesaving Championships held at Ogunquit, Maine, taking third place overall. The Falmouth Beach Department 
contributed to the Falmouth Road Race, held on August 14". The Falmouth Sprint Triathlon was not held this year. 
Our final event was the Department’s Annual Swim Meet held on August 19" at Sandwich High School. Falmouth 
Heights Beach and Megansett Beach were winners in their respective categories. 


Dedicated Falmouth swim instructors continued the superb swim lesson program, provided free to all youngsters 
who visit our beaches. This year, nearly 300 children, starting with toddlers, 4 years old, signed up for the program. 
As they progress through the program, they eventually can enter an advanced program where they are trained as 
lifeguards. This year, we trained 20 candidates, most from Falmouth, in our lifeguard-training program. 


In closing, this was a very busy summer for the Falmouth Beach Department. Both the Beach Committee and the 


Beach staff would like to thank all of the personnel in the various Town departments for their efforts in making it the 
success that it was 
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Falmouth Bikeways Committee Report 


Shining Sea Bikeway Extension: At the May 2005 Town election the voters approved a $300,000 
Capital Exclusion for the design and permitting of the Shining Sea Bikeways to County Road in North Falmouth. 
VHB has been contracted to complete the design, and the project is on the State Transporatation Improvement Plan 
(TIP) for construction in the Federal Fiscal Year 2007. 110% contruction funds will be provided by the State & 
Federal Government. 


99 Year Lease: The State after many years has finally given the Town a 99 Year Lease of the Railroad Right 
of Way to allow the Town to construct a centerline Bikepath to North Falmouth. 


US Congress Highway Bill: The President has signed the Highway bill which include a high priority 
project funds to construct the Shining Sea Bikeway extension. 


Bikeway Extension to Old Palmer Avenue: The extension from Skating Laneis currently under 
construction and should be completed by August. 


Shining Sea Bikeway Parking: The Bikepath extensions have increased the need for parking for 
Bikepath users. The Bikeways Committee is working with the Transportation Commission and the Selectmen to 
allow free bikeway parking at the Depot Street parking lot. 


Bike Racks: The Bikeways Committee has been working on plans to place more bike racks in Town to make 
Falmouth a more bicycle friendly. The Beach Committee with advice from the Bikeways Committee has requested 
bike racks for the beaches, however, funding has limited their ability to obtain the bike racks. The Bikeways 
Committee will be working to develop a partnership with local businesses to install more bike racks. 


Children Helmet Law:The State Legislature in November 2004 changed the Child Helmet Law to increase 
the age to 16 years old. We should support and encourage children and adults to wear helmets which will protect 
them from severe head injuries. 


Planning Board Remediation Funds: The Planning Board has been adding remediation funds 
requirements on new projects near the Bikepath. These funds have been added to the Bikeways Donation account 
and will be used on projects associated with the Bikepath. We have also obtained the easement from the Bikepath to 
Route 28. 


Shining Sea Bikeway Rules: Some Citizens are concerned that bicycle riders do not give an audible 
signal when passing on the Bikepath. Our rules and MGL requires an audible signal when passing on sidewalks and 
the Bikepath. We should encourage all users to signal when passing for safety and courtesy 


Future Bikepath Expansion: The Bikeways Committee will continue to develop ideas for Bikepaths 
throughout the Town. The Committee has already proposed a Bikepath on the west side of Gifford Street from 
Goodwill Park to the High School with a connection through Trotting Park Fields to Teaticket. We will be 
exploring possible Bikepaths along the electrical power line easements. The goal is to make bicycling attractive, 
functional, and safe in all parts of Town. 


Bike Route Map: The Bikeways Committee has developed and distributed a Falmouth Bike Route Map which 
shows all the Bike Routes and Bikepaths. This map has been well received by visitors and residents.

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Solid Waste Advisory Committee 


There were several important changes in 
solid waste services this year. It was the 
first year of a new contract with a different 
hauler, BFI, for curbside pickup. The 
town also switched the sale of dump 
stickers from the Waste Management 
Facility (WMF) to Town Hall and began 
strictly enforcing the sticker requirement, 
even for recycling or using the Swap Shop. 
Waste oil can still be recycled without one. 
This has resulted in greater control at the 
gate and assures that the costs there are 
borne by those who use it. 


sf Cuts in the state’s recycling budget, 
: ; ae 2a including the end of the successful 
Municipal Recycling Grant Program, have resulted in statewide stagnation of recycling tonnage and an 
increase in solid waste needing disposal. Figures in Falmouth reflect that trend.

As a result, Massachusetts can no longer handle all of its solid waste in-state and is having to consider 
construction of more landfills and incinerators because exporting it to other states is expensive. The Solid 
Waste Advisory Committee does not think the state should drop its longstanding commitment to reduction 
of the waste stream through increased recycling and reminds town residents that in Falmouth it is still 
cheaper to recycle a ton of waste than to send it to SEMASS. 


Falmouth is one of the few towns in the Commonwealth that provides its residents with both a curbside and 
a drop off waste disposal option at the cost last year of $2.5 million. This is a luxury which we can no 
longer afford. There are several ways to cut those costs. We could increase recycling by enacting a 
mandatory recycling by-law. We can continue to adjust fees at the WMF, to make it more financially 
independent. We could consider adopting a Pay-As-You-Throw system so disposal costs are paid for 
directly by residents based on the amount of garbage they actually generate. 


All of those options are controversial and would require public debate and leadership. This committee has 
long recommended reorganization of the town DPW so there is a Solid Waste Manager who would be 
responsible for developing a comprehensive waste reduction program in a cost effective way. 


A festive event in October was the celebration of the 10" anniversary of the town Swap Shop, Pick-of-the 
Litter. Over the years it has removed hundreds of tons of discarded items from the waste stream and 
returned them to use by the folks who found them there. SWAC thanks the volunteers and the WME staff 
who help keep the place in order.

In 2005, the Falmouth Recreation Department continued to provide our citizens 
with a wide range of recreational activities. Youth soccer, basketball, baseball, 


girls softball, indoor soccer, munchkin games, sailing, summer camp, adult 
volleyball and adult basketball were all very popular programs. 


Two new boats were purchased to support the summer sailing program. 


The Senior Center spent the year in the Gus Canty Community Center while the 
George DeMello Senior Center building was being repaired. The Senior Center 
programs blended nicely with all the Recreation Department programs in the Canty Community Center. 


We are continuing to support the activities of the Falmouth Teen Center with after school staffing and 
organizational support. A Teen Center Director was hired to oversee all programs for the teens. 

The old locker room building behind the Gus Canty Community Center was demolished in May 2004 to 
make way for a new outdoor basketball court. The basketball court was completed in July and dedicated on 
August 21, 2005 and named the Jay Corey Memorial Basketball Court. 


SBLI Insurance, principal sponsor of the Falmouth Road Race 
and the Recreation Department Junior Road Race donated 
$20,000 for the construction of a playground at the Gus Canty 
Community Center. The playground will be completed in 
November, 2005 


Because of construction at the high school, this year’s 
graduation ceremony was held at Guv Fuller Field and the Gus 
Canty Community Center with support provided by the 
Recreation Department staff. 


Our website, www.falmouthrecreation.com kept the 
community informed with up to date information of all the Recreation Department programs, upcoming 
events and program weather cancellation information. 


I wish to thank the hard work and dedication of all the volunteer youth sport coaches that give so much 
time and effort to our programs, the parks department for all their support in maintaining all the playing 


fields and the recreation staff and committee members for their tireless work in providing high quality 
recreational programs for our citizens.

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Falmouth Substance Abuse Commission 


In FY2005 the Falmouth Substance Abuse Commission (FSAC) continued to refine the process for 
disbursing funds to effectively promote substance abuse prevention and treatment for Town of Falmouth 
residents. 

We encouraged and facilitated collaboration among community agencies to deliver services and initiate 
new projects. As part of our evaluation process each funded project was asked for a report of how the 
money was spent, how many people attended or were impacted by the project, and an evaluation of the 
project’s efficacy. 

The FSAC also reviewed the Massachusetts Open meeting laws for Town Boards which helped us sharpen 
many aspects of how we operate. 

The RFP process generated 8 proposals totaling $24, 958.00. 

The Substance Abuse Commission voted to participate with funding totaling $8030 for the following 
projects: 

¢ “Last Call”- a dramatic representation of the negative aspects of substance abuse that was performed for 
the Freshman class at Falmouth High School and 7" and 8th grades at Lawrence School. It was a powerful 
performance that was a success by all accounts. Cost - $1980 

¢ Falmouth Housing Authority and Cape Cod Council on Alcoholism collaborated to offer a weekly Senior 
Chat in Falmouth. This ongoing discussion group is designed to help reduce isolation, depression, and 
stress; resulting in reduced medication and substance misuse and abuse among Falmouth elderly. Cost - 
$500 

¢ Sponsored Celebrations - a safe, drug and alcohol free after prom party for Falmouth teens. Cost $1000 
¢ Collaborated with the Mashpee Wampanoag Tribal Council to obtain substance abuse prevention 
educational and training materials specifically designed for Native Americans. Cost $1200 

¢ Supported Falmouth Family Planning in its program to screen all patients for substance abuse risk and 
connect them to counseling as needed. Cost $1000 

¢ Facilitated collaboration between Gosnold, Inc and the Falmouth Public Schools to offer substance abuse 
assessment services to students in Falmouth High School upon referral. Cost $1000 

¢ Collaborated with Gosnold, Inc. to provide an expert panel discussion for the community on addictions 
related topics such as: “What to do if Your Teen is Using?” Cost $350 

¢ Sponsored a Falmouth High School relay team in the American Cancer Society Relay for Life program to 
highlight tobacco use prevention. Cost $500 

¢ Sponsored the Falmouth Teen Center Rock-a-thon to raise funds and awareness of the Teen Center and 
its activities. Cost $500 

The FSAC has a core group of committed members who would welcome new members with fresh ideas 
and an interest in the field of substance abuse prevention.

We wish to express our thanks to all the Falmouth Town Officials who have cooperated to make our 
movements from and back to Dillingham Avenue so smooth; and, of course, to the Falmouth Recreation 
Department many thanks for enabling the seniors to continue many of their activities in the whole 
recreation complex. 


Rather than enumerate the many significant and wonderfully educational entertaining events which have 
occurred for our senior population suffice it to say our elders have been a very mobile and understanding 
group of citizens. 


The Friends Group of the Falmouth Senior Center which has funded a Space Need Study determining the 
projected size of a new Senior Center has determined that a building of the 15,000 — 20,000 square feet 
would be needed to accommodate the ever increasing number of seniors in our community. 
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Council On Aging 


Finally, our thanks to all of our legislative delegation who have tirelessly and vigorously advocated for 
their senior constituents. State Senator Therese Murray, as always, has again spearheaded the senior- 
friendly steps adopted by the Senate. Both Representatives Matthew Patrick and Eric Turkington have 
been ever vigilant concerning the needs of the seniors of our Upper Cape area. To all the Falmouth people 
who support in any way the Center and/or its people — a big heartfelt thank you. 


Veterans’ Services 


The number of Falmouth veterans continues to grow. So does 
the Veterans’ Services department’s commitment to providing 
benefits, expanding ceremonies and adding changes which 
support all veterans. The number applications and requests for 
MGL 115 and VA benefits continues to escalate due to the 
current Persian Gulf War, specifically the Iraq conflict, and the 
change in the state’s definition of veteran. The content of the 
calls and office visit requests are comprised of health care, 
returning Iraq veteran issues, VA loans, 115 benefits and burials. 
Mass. State requests for annuities, tax abatements, education and 

; job searches have also increased. Again, due to the change in the 
definition of veteran and the new “Welcome Home” pamphlets sent out by the Governor, many more 
veterans are included in state benefits. 115 MGL reimbursements from the state to our town for all benefits 
paid to Veterans have also greatly increased. Falmouth is now on the State of Massachusetts list of towns 
receiving the full 75% reimbursement. 


The addition, in July, of a part time Veterans Administrative Assistant, Ms. Crystal Flagg has all programs 
in full swing. Her strong military family background and understanding of what the needs of our Veterans 
are has greatly aided the Department. Through our department’s direct correspondence and efforts, Chapter 
137 Articles of 2003 had been extended. The Cape Cod Free Clinic’s funding for veterans with little or no 
healthcare has been increased to $100,000 for FY06 and is now outreaching to Buzzards Bay, Wareham 
and is searching for a location Plymouth to provide more services to all veterans. Also, work is continuing 
to eliminate the stop date on the Persian Gulf War Bonus, extending this award to all veterans who have 
served overseas since 1990. 


A cross section of activities made FYO5 an extremely busy year. Ceremonies including Memorial Day, 
Veterans Day and Flag Day all had huge crowds. Some of the duties performed during Fiscal 2005 were 
five Veterans’ Service Assoc. meetings, two conferences, five training days, Voice of Democracy 
committee member, active participation in events at the High School, Morse Pond and East Falmouth, 22 
grave site visits, 4 nursing home consultations and 7 home visits. 


Thanks to the Falmouth Veterans Council our Main Street flag project is finished and many flags have been 
provided to both Woods Hole and East Falmouth for proper display and respect on special occasions 
many organizations and volunteers throughout Falmouth supported Veterans’ Services this year. The 
continued assistance this department receives, from Veterans Organizations, Falmouth Scouts, Town 
Administration, Departments and Selectmen, is admirable. Their continued support has been instrumental 
and contributed significantly to the efforts of this department in providing benefits and services to all 
veterans and their families.

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Falmouth Commission on Disabilities 


The Falmouth Commission on Disabilities meets on the second Monday of the month at 7:00 p.m. at the 
Gus Canty Recreation Center. Our meetings are open to the public and all are welcome to attend. We 
would like to thank the Town Administrator, both the elected and appointed officials and staff for the 
continued support they have given to the disabled of our town. 


Over this past year we have met eleven times with better than 63% attendance 73% of the time. The April 
meeting was cancelled due to conflict with the Falmouth Town meeting. 


This past year the Commission on Disabilities helped the Town with accessibility issues, interacted 
successfully with the Falmouth business community on several topics, and participated in a number of 
outreach activities. 


The Teaticket Elementary School handicapped accessible playground had another addition: a handicapped 
accessible sandbox. A suitable stone was found for engraving a dedication to John Balfe, [II upon and an 
appropriate handicapped person graphic is being designed. The commission responded to several requests 
from the community for assistance with handicap access problems in and around town. Both George Calise 
and Steve Pisch of the Town Engineer’s office were of great help in some of these matters. The 
Commission was requested by the Assistant Town Administrator to help with arranging for American Sign 
Language interpreters for the hearing impaired at Town meetings. The Commission recommended that in 
addition to interpreters, the Town also arrange for CART (Communication Access Real-time Translation) 
operators be present as well. The Commission made a site visit to examine the accessibility complaints 
about the intersection of Davisville Rd and Old Meeting House Rd at Route 28. Communication with DOT 
and MA Representative Matt Patrick leads us to believe that accessibility upgrades to be made as soon as 
practical. The Commission also made a site visit to the Falmouth Service Center to review their plans to 
increase the accessibility of the second floor of their establishment. 


The use of sidewalks in front of restaurants in Falmouth, along Main St. in particular, is blocking access 
along those sidewalks for the handicapped community (and others). The Commission on Disabilities feels 
that a dual use of these sidewalks for dining and thoroughfare can be made, but the Town by-laws need to 
be strictly enforced. A letter about this topic was sent to the Board of Selectmen earlier this year and our 
recommendations will be passed on to the Building Department, Zoning Enforcement. The Commission 
continues to work with George Calise and Don Hoffer on the use of “roll-up” boardwalks for greater 
accessibility to the Town beaches. Currently there is a test being conducted at the Trunk River site. The 
Commission reviewed the Massachusetts Office on Disabilities (MOD) polling place accessibility study 
and gave feedback to the Town Engineer’s office on specific trouble spots at Falmouth polling places. 
Furthermore, we partook in the voting machine demonstrations conducted at Voting Equipment 
Accessibility Fairs. 


With George Trudeau’s help the Commission’s web page on the Town Web site has seen improvement and 
we are continuing to work on improving it further. Currently our minutes are available on the Meetings 
web page and are almost up-to-date. We are undertaking changes in our operation to make our agendas 
available in a more timely manner as well. 


The power outage in December and the blizzard in January of this last year prompted the Commission to 
write a letter to the Town Administrator outlining ideas of how the safety of the handicapped community 
could be better protected under similar circumstances in the future. Among our recommendations were a 
priority contact list, a standard set of emergency procedures to be published in the Falmouth Enterprise, 
emergency plans for physical evacuation, coordination of the emergency shelter for the needs of the 
physically disabled, and an up-to-date list of physically disabled Falmouth residents. Coordination with the 
Emergency Preparedness Department will be sought. 


The Commission met with Christine Ross (Executive Director, Chamber of Commerce) to improve 
communication between our Commission and businesses in Falmouth. A short list of activities that might 
increase the Commission’s visibility with the Chamber included: articles in the monthly Chamber bulletin 
Coastlines, recognition of handicapped friendly businesses in the same bulletin, renovations to the 
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Chambers office to increase accessibility, accessibility icons for restaurants and hotels listed in the 
Falmouth Cape Cod Directory, etc. Ms. Ross was also helpful to the Commission in opening dialogs with 
several large to small shopping plaza owners about parking, van-accessible parking, signage, and snow 
removal. The Falmouth Mall, the Falmouth Plaza and the Colonial Plaza owners have been contacted. The 
help of the Falmouth Chamber of Commerce, the McDonald brothers of Clover, and Jerry Lynch of the 
Lynch Corp. is recognized for the accessible pathways to the handicapped accessible garden plots at the 
Falmouth Community Gardens. Issues about accessibility at Eastman’s Hardware were finally resolved 
with the installment of a ringer at the rear door to alert store clerks that accessible entrance is being 
requested during the colder months of the year when this door is kept closed and locked. The Commission 
continues its study of the accessibility of the restaurants in Falmouth. A short survey form has been drafted 
focusing on basic sight, hearing and mobility issues. The Commission has plans to start this survey after 
Labor Day. 


The Commission had representatives on a Falmouth Community Television show (cable Channel 13) on 19 
October 2004, they made a short presentation to the community on accessibility issues and answered short 
questions over the phone from call-ins. Additionally, the Commission had two meetings with the Sight 
Loss organization in October to learn of the groups overall goals and how the Commission can be of more 
service to them. Additionally we tried to recruit sight-impaired persons to attend our meetings, but the 
evening meeting time poses a serious problem for their transportation. The Commission has committed 
funds to the improvement of the North Falmouth School playground to make it handicapped accessible, 
similar to the accessibility upgrades that were made at the Teaticket Elementary School playground. 

The recent renovations at the Falmouth Hospital have increased the difficulty for handicapped persons to 
park and enter both the hospital proper as well as the Faxon Center. The commission is looking for the 
correct person to contact at the hospital to improve the parking situation while this year-long project is 
constructed. 


In closing we would like to thank George Spivey, our ADA coordinator, and Sgt. Tom Mountford, our 
liaison with the police department. Their help has been invaluable in many ways.

Cultural Council 


The Massachusetts Cultural Council annually disperses funds through each Town to its Local Cultural 
Council. It is the responsibility of each town’s Cultural Council to invite applications from local artists, 
schools, and organizations apply for project funds. The volunteer council is made up of 8 local residents, 
who review and recommend projects for funding. Members of the Falmouth Cultural Council are Barry De 
St. Croix and Marty Tulloch co-chairpersons; David Kelley, secretary; Laura Crocco, treasurer; Donald 
Hailer; Carol Vincent; Pat Ryan; and Carmina Mock. 


During the fiscal year 2005, the Falmouth Cultural Council, awarded $2,480 in grants to fund projects and 
cultural events in the town. Partial funding was provided for the: 


Cape Cod Museum of Art - $200 for their Art Internship Program 

Falmouth Chorale - $400 for their 2004-2005 Community Performances 

Cape Cod Symphony Orchestra - $200 to send school children to a performance 
Falmouth Cultural Alliance - $880 for the Arts Alive Festival 

Fundraising Players - $175 for Katherine Lee Bates Poetry Fest 2005 

Scott Jameson - $225 for Summer Reading Magic 

Solstice Singers - $200 for 2005 concert series 

Teaticket PTO - $200 for a storytelling concert 


The Falmouth Cultural Council provides funding and encouragement for individuals and organizations 
working in the arts,, humanities, and interpretive sciences. Thus providing the community a broad 
spectrum of cultural experiences. 
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Fall ‘04 Town Meeting approved the new Falmouth Local Comprehensive Plan which included two goals 
addressing the Arts in Falmouth. In March ‘05 the Selectmen appointed the Falmouth Cultural Council to 
be responsible for these goals. The council is now structuring itself to take on these new responsibilities. 


In March of 2004, Christine Ross of the Falmouth Chamber of Commerce invited representatives from the 
Cultural Council, and arts and cultural organizations of Falmouth to meet. What came out of that meeting is 
the Falmouth Cultural Alliance - an inclusive and cooperative network of artists, organizations, and 
businesses interested in the artistic and cultural life of the Falmouth area. Their mission is to develop and 
promote greater awareness and support of Falmouth's artistic, cultural and historic resources. Their aim is 
to facilitate the sharing of information and expertise, to develop promotional tools. and foster cooperative 
projects among its members. 


With many past and present members in both groups, the relationship between the Falmouth Cultural 
Council and the Falmouth Cultural Alliance is being worked out. To date, the Alliance has sponsored two 
“After Hours” get togethers of artists, arts and cultural organizations. 


The Cultural Council, along with the Cultural Allince, cosponsored the Arts Alive Festival, three days in 
which a eight local artists and arts organizations sang, danced, painted, acted, read, spun, and created their 
art for the delight of the public - for free. There was music, dance, readings, and theater on three stages, 
demonstrations of painting, spinning, printing, and such, along with lots of opportunities for the public to 
try their hand at playing a violin, dancing or doing theater. It was three days of great fun for all. 


While the council continues to update and maintain the FCC Falmouth Cultural Guide and Cultural 
Calendar at <arts-cape.com>, an improved guide and calendar are being developed with a grant from the 
Mass. Cultural Council. The Falmouth Cultural Alliance will be responsible for maintaining the new sites.

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


As Chairman of the Falmouth School Committee in the 2004-05 school year, I am very pleased with the 
progress we made on the Falmouth High School Renovation Project. After a November vote to bond for 
the project, bids were received from building contractors. TLT Construction with the low bid slightly under 
$48,000,000 was chosen to do the project. ARCADD is an international architecture firm that has designed 
the renovation project and Gilbane Building Company is overseeing the work for the Falmouth High 
School Building Committee, chaired by Donald Johnson. The first phase of the project began in the spring 
2005 with the commencement of initial site work and preparation for construction of the new gymnasium. 


The Committee concluded that a Proposition 2 ¥2 override was necessary for FY 06 to provide additional 
funds for the purchase of textbooks, books for our school libraries, technology for our classrooms, capital 
projects and to complete the implementation of full-day kindergarten as an option for all parents in 
Falmouth. The debate was long, at times intense, and I was encouraged by the interest and support our 
proposal garnered throughout the town. In the final analysis the request to Town Meeting came down 
whether or not to allow the town to vote on the override. Town Meeting, however, in its wisdom decided 
to vote down the proposal. 


A major accomplishment this year was the hiring of a new Superintendent to replace Dr. Peter Clark who 
retired in June 2005. The Committee early in the year conducted interviews with various firms and decided 
to engage the services of the New England School Development Council (NESDEC), working directly with 
Ms. Joanne Rys, who managed all aspects of the search. A representative Search Committee was formed. 
They read resumes, interviewed selected candidates and finally decided on three candidates to present to 
the School Committee. Those candidates each visited the town and school for a day and were interviewed 
publicly by the School Committee. Representative School Committee members also visited the school 
district of each of the finalists. In February 2005 the Committee voted unanimously to offer the position to 
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Dennis A. Richards, who accepted the offer and began as the Falmouth Superintendent of Schools on July 
1, 2005. I want to thank all those who participated in one way or another in the process.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Through the hard work of many employees, the Falmouth School System made significant gains this year. 
The school committee, staff, and community revise the long-range strategic plan yearly, and the 
administration designs an annual tactical plan to keep our efforts focused and sustained. Our theme for 
2004-05, “Building a Caring Learning Community” emphasized two of these areas, the emotional and 
academic well-being of students. 


The Second Step problem-solving curriculum has been revitalized in grades K-4; the Morse Pond School 
through peer mediation and its health curriculum has focused student attention on the impact of bullying; 
the Lawrence School has seen clear evidence of the positive impact of training students and faculty to work 
toward positive relationships; the district has gathered information from students to help faculty assist them 
effectively. The Peace Builders Program, a social and emotional learning curriculum was successfully 
introduced to the school curriculum at Lawrence and Morse Pond schools with the intent of expanding the 
program in future years to all grades. 


Academically, student learning has focused on state and local standards, with special attention to literacy 
and mathematics programs. We believe in the importance of working toward clear standards while 
maintaining a breadth of learning opportunities that include art, music, health and physical education and 
co-curricular opportunities. The 2004-05 academic year was marked by special efforts to sharpen our 
support for individual students to meet higher expectations through tutoring and small group classroom 
efforts. At the base of such help is improving our ability to assess where students are in building their skills. 
Our guided reading program at grades K-6 is an effort to provide the most appropriate reading choices for 
the skill levels of each student, providing exciting reading with the right level of challenge. Improving our 
consistency of grading and our clarity of reporting has been studied and this year a new standards based 
report card was piloted with a goal to implement it in all grades in 2005-2006.

FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 

The faculty of Falmouth High School met monthly in “focus groups” to address nine areas that had been 
identified as school-wide goals. Each group reported out to the faculty at the close of the school year. The 
following topics were addressed: the renovation phase-in and updates, reviewing the standards set by the 
New England Association of Schools and Colleges, the long term vision for the library/media department, 
and the Clipper Pride program. In addition, one group created a sixth school-wide rubric entitled “Habits of 
Mind” which deals with social and civic expectations. The largest number of faculty worked on 
investigating problems with and developing practical solutions to heterogeneous grouping. One group 
revised the school’s mission statement, while another group worked on a revision of mid-quarter progress 
reports. The creation of a faculty senate has helped to improve communication and address both short-term 
and long-term concerns at Falmouth High School. 


The three year renovation project began in earnest with a ground breaking ceremony on June 28". Since 
work on the grounds had already started, the Falmouth High School graduation ceremony on June 4" was 
held outdoors for the first time. More than 300 graduates received their diplomas on a beautiful afternoon at 
the Guv Fuller Field. 
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Other highlights of the year were the all-school musical Fiddler on the Roof which was sold out for all 
three performances, the Math team finished 2™ overall in the Southeastern Massachusetts Conference Math 
League and qualified for the state finals, seven of the projects presented at the science fair moved on to 
compete in the Massachusetts State Science Fair, several athletic teams qualified for state finals, and the 
FHS Jazz Band won 1“ place in the Southeast Division of the International Association of Jazz Educators 
Competition. 


Falmouth High School students and staff members continued their tradition of community support by 
volunteering in numerous community activities.

Again, our PTO held its annual "magazine fund-raiser" to help offset some of the field trip expenses for all 
students. These field trip experiences included trips to Boston to the Museum of Science, the Peabody 
Museum at Harvard, Whale Watches out of Plymouth, the Heritage Plantation, and historic tours by boat of 
the Cape Cod Canal. 


Our PTO also sponsored our annual and popular, “Winter Blast.” This event continues to be one of the 
highlights of our school year and is recognized as such for its positive contribution to our school spirit and 
efforts to involve our entire community. Again, nearly 800 students, parents, teachers, members of the 
business community, and other townspeople from Falmouth participated in this fun time for all. We 
certainly appreciate our PTO’s efforts and look forward with great enthusiasm to working with this caring 
and supportive group again next year. 


Our student council again completed another successful school year. Our thanks and appreciation goes out 
to all of our student participants and their advisors. During the course of the year, this group of elected and 
appointed student leaders met on a regular basis with their advisors. As in previous years, a major focus of 
the Student Council again involved the coordination and sponsorship of three of our six scheduled school 
dances. Through their efforts, our dances were again orderly and well attended. Parents continue to 
expound about the positive experiences that our well chaperoned dances provide for their children. Our 
student council advisors, Ken Kozens and Tom Kelleher, have again done a superb job with our student 
leaders. These two individuals continue to exemplify the positive contributions made on behalf of our 
children by Falmouth’s teachers. 


As in previous years, our interscholastic sports programs for girls and boys provide additional valued 
learning experiences for our students. Our girls and boys participated in football, field hockey, and soccer 
as our fall sports, and basketball for the winter sport. Our Spring Track and Field program was again a very 
popular sport that attracted many of our students, both boys and girls. Other after-school activities

band and chorus classes were open to the public and to our student body at various times throughout the 
year. 


Overall, we had another very successful school year as our students realized much growth from an 
academic as well as a social awareness perspective. We will continue to build upon our successes and put 
forth an even stronger effort to do the best job we can for the children of Falmouth.

MORSE POND SCHOOL 


The 2004-2005 school year at Morse Pond School was one that focused on the continuation of programs 
and services to improve student learning and achievement, developing strategies and ways to improve 
social/emotional growth throughout the school community, addressing needs beyond our local school 
community, within the town and in the world, and in preparing for the transition to a new administration at 
both Morse Pond and for the Falmouth Public Schools. 


Morse Pond has always focused on meeting academic needs of students at all points along the continuum. 
Students participated in Radio Dramas, publishing of the school newspaper, “The Scoop”, Math Olympiad, 
New England Math League Contest, and The Thinking Cap Bowl. The entire school was invited to 
participate in a Wonders Fair at the end of the school year. While providing activities to stimulate and 
challenge our students, we also provided support to students who find learning more difficult. Students 
received support in small groups to address identified needs that could effect their performance on 
standardized testing, specifically MCAS. Our data indicates that in 2004, thirty-three grade six students 
were provided this type of support. Of that population, twenty-two students showed improvement in their 
math MCAS scores (comparing grade 4 results with grade 6 results). In the 2004-2005 school year, we 
expanded our support to fifth and sixth graders in both ELA and Math. We look forward to reviewing the 
data to see the impact this support had as in the previous year. 


As we develop ways to challenge and support our students, we also look at instruction. Classroom 
instruction directly relates to the standards set by the Massachusetts State Frameworks which helps to 
create a standards based learning environment. We have been reviewing how we report student 
achievement to students and parents when standards based instruction is in place. This year, we as in other 
schools across the district, utilized a pilot report card following this format. Meetings between staff, with 
administration and with parents, assisted in this pilot process. The professional dialogue and parent 
involvement was wonderful. We look forward to the further development and use of a standards based 
method of reporting student achievement. 


The 2004-2005 school year also brought another focus to our school community, that of the social and 
emotional well being of our students. Students need to feel safe in their learning environment. The 
Peacebuilders Program, instituted this year, was a tremendous success and helped to accomplish this goal. 
Each morning a student would read the Peacebuilders Pledge over the intercom. The Pledge and the 
Guiding Principles of Peacebuilders were posted in every classroom and throughout the building. School 
wide events to promote this positive atmosphere were held including staff/student soccer and basketball 
games, the building of a model replica of Morse Pond School with Leggos signed by every student, and the 
distribution of praise notes throughout the school to recognize students and staff who were upholding the 
principles of Peacebuilders. Our efforts went beyond the Morse Pond School community as students 
assisted with a Food Drive for the Falmouth Service Center and more globally assisting with the Tsunami 
Relief efforts. We are proud of our school community and look forward to the continued success of this 
program. 


Lastly, there was also the preparation for the transition to new leadership at both Morse Pond School and 
for the Falmouth Public Schools. Staff and parents were directly involved in both the superintendent and 
principal searches. Preparing for these transitions gave us all a chance to reflect on what was strong about 
our school community and to look toward things that we wanted to focus on as we continue to grow and 
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provide for the students of Falmouth. Morse Pond School appreciates the years of dedication provided to us 
by Superintendent Peter Clark and Principal Diane Hoppensteadt. We look forward to continued successes 
with our new Superintendent, Mr. Dennis Richards and our new Principal, Mrs. Jane Manzelli.

EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL 
The East Falmouth Elementary School had a productive 2004-2005 school year. 


As indicated in our last year’s End of Year report, students at grades three and four who were at risk for 
obtaining a needs improvement/warning score on the MCAS were provided with a tutorial either in school 
or before/after school to focus on targeted areas of weakness and test taking strategies. We wrote Individual 
Student Success Plans for each child and organized this tutoring program, together with our homework 
club, to run as effectively and smoothly as possible. Our efforts paid off at the third grade level as our 
scores were just released! We are anxiously awaiting our grade four scores. Our students have really 
proven that effort does pay off. 


We have had several new staff members added to our school which included a job-sharing position at grade 
three. This position was shared by Mrs. Maryann Morris and Mrs. Cheryl Giardi. Matt Auger joined us as 
our computer technology assistant and Mrs. Dorian Wilson directed the Structured Learning Center at our 
school. 


We had, once again, three retiring staff members this year which included Mr. Jim Carey, grade 4; Mrs. 
Brenda Reardon, Title I inclusion; and Mrs. Rebecca Petras, Adjustment Counselor. Additionally, our 
Principal Mrs. Ramona DeFilippis retired after many years of dedication to the Falmouth Public Schools. 
We wish them the best of luck in their future endeavors. We welcome Mr. Samuel Slarskey as East 
Falmouth Elementary School’s new Principal. 


As always the East Falmouth PTO continues to be an active force in the activities at East Falmouth. These 
activities include: fundraisers (book fairs, bake sales), field trips, the fourth grade breakfast and our spring 
fling dance! Their support to our school comes in a variety of ways. This year the PTO gave over $12,000 
for the purchase of Alpha-Smart computers that will enable our third grade students to compose typewritten 
compositions and edit them with the use of technology. 


Our Student Council this year was organized and directed by Dr. Justine Dale, Assistant Principal and 
Becca Petras, Adjustment Counselor. During the months of November and December our student council 
collected canned goods for the Food Pantry and toys for the Toys for Tots campaign. To address global 
concerns for the victims of the Asian Earthquake/Tsunami our Student Council developed the Warm a 
Heart Program.

NORTH FALMOUTH SCHOOL 


The 2004-2005 school year was a positive productive time at North Falmouth Elementary. We began the 
year welcoming two new programs to our school, a preschool taught by Maureen Tichenor and a 
Therapeutic Intervention Program (TIP) taught by Cynthia Stouffer. We welcomed several other new staff 
members: Michelle Amorim, School Adjustment Counselor, Eileen Willwerth, special education, Maggie 
Sullivan, speech/language therapist, Kathy Anderson and Kathy Kelly, teacher assistants in the preschool 
and Ann Casperson, Heather Ayers and Renee Weathers, teacher assistants in the TIP program. In 
addition, we had assistance from 5 student teachers. 


We had a wonderful opening on September 7, 2004 and followed with a great year. The North Falmouth 
School housed 420 students in preschool through grade 4. There were 26 classes averaging 18 students per 
class, with 15 students in the smallest class and 23 students in the largest. We had one full day kindergarten 
and four half day sessions. The students traveled on seven school buses to and from school plus two 
kindergarten buses provided by First Student Bus Company. 


The district’s theme this year was “Building a Caring Learning Community.” The “Caring” part of this 
theme continues to be an extension of much work that has been going on at North Falmouth Elementary 
School. The staff has created “Expect Respect” posters that were short descriptions of our expectations for 
all students and staff. The statements on these posters, along with our Second Step (social skills) 
curriculum, were the topics of discussions, problem solving exercises and learning activities. We believe 
that caring, tolerance and respect are critical components of a safe and effective learning environment and 
continue to work toward “Building a Caring Learning Community” for all students and staff. 


The “Learning” part of this theme reflects our dedicated efforts to meet the needs of each student in a way 
that maximizes learning for all of our students each year. Through continuous analysis of student 
performance, we worked to provide each student with the appropriate learning activities and support in a 
way that creates a challenging and motivating educational environment. We are committed to the goal of 
academic excellence and recognize this as one of our highest priorities. 


We worked to improve home school communication by increasing email usage and by installing a new 
phone system with voice mail.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollment, as of October 1, 2004 consisted of one hundred 
four (104) students from Bourne, one hundred ninety-two (192) from Falmouth, sixteen (16) from Marion, 
one hundred eleven (111) from Sandwich, and two hundred twenty-one (221) from Wareham. Thirty (30) 
students were enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nursing Program for a total of 674 students. The school 
remains enrolled beyond capacity with a large waiting list that continues to grow each year. Due to 
increased enrollments, five career and technical teachers and one special education teacher were added in 
order to bring Upper Cape Tech into state compliance. 


A Pre-Engineering occupational program was implemented during the 2004-2005 school year, in 


conjunction with the existing Electronics program. The Pre-Engineering component was added after 
extensive labor market research indicated it to be a viable occupation in our region. 
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Upper Cape Tech continues to expand its offerings for adults and other out of school individuals. Adult 
tuition students, specialized afternoon and evening occupational programs, and summer programs are 
additional to the 674-pupil school day enrollment. Upper Cape Tech continues to offer valuable cost- 
effective services to its communities via its day and evening programs. 971 adult students were enrolled in 
evening courses during this fiscal year. 


Data collection resulting from a wind tower that was installed on school property by the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst is complete. The university, as well as Upper Cape Tech students, have been 
analyzing wind data for the past year and will be making a determination in the near future regarding the 
feasibility of a potential wind turbine on site. 


The final phase of the Heating, Ventilating, and Air Conditioning system was completed over the summer 
months. Work continues on the Upper Cape Tech / Bourne Braves state-of-the-art baseball field with an 
expected completion date of Summer 2006. Significant donations from private individuals and businesses 
have helped to move this project forward. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its appreciation to the many advisory boards that assist us 
in developing and maintaining educational programs, various town and school officials who support our 
efforts, and school staff members. It is the combined effort of all of these individuals that has enabled the 
success of the school and its graduates. We look forward to your continued support.

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There has been one change of the composition of the Board. Barbara Gibson served one term and the new 
trustee taking her place is Barbara B. Espey. Board attendance has been extremely stable and this has 
fostered a cohesive and hard working group dedicated to maintaining the excellence of service provided by 
the staff to the public 


The major change has been the transition from leadership from the previous director, Nancy Serotkin to the 
new director Leslie Morrissey. Lynne Mulvey and administrative assistant Janet Theroux were in a large 
part responsible for making this relatively unexpected transition flow smoothly and did not impact in any 
negative way the function of the library. This was a particularly remarkable event given that Ms. Morrissey 
began her leadership role on January 10 and we were still able to present a successful grant for library 
renovation to the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners on February 9 which was the mandated 
deadline. This represents a cohesiveness of staff which was fostered by Nancy Serotkin and continues 
under Ms Morrissey's capable leadership. 


This July the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners granted the sum of $2,617,086 to be applied 
to the funds which hopefully the town will vote to carry the planned renovation forward. The current plan is 
to be able to possibly break ground in late fall of 2006. 


The Board has been working with the Town Building Committee and the firm of Beacon Associates 
Architects planning for a building that will be cost effective and conducive to our mission of providing 
excellent library services. The plan, which is available for perusal at the Main Library, calls for an interior 
renovation of the current building and a modest addition on the west side of the building which will 
conform to the requirements that the Library Commissioners mandated to fill the projected population 
needs over the next twenty five years. This plan also includes the much desired opening of the Main 
Library entrance facing Main St. and has been done with the consultation and cooperation of the Veterans 
Committee so that the Memorial Walkway will be maintained in a respectful manner. 


It is the Board's intention to launch a fund -raising campaign to finance the furnishings of the new library, 
since neither state nor town funds are slated for that purpose. Our plan envisions state of the art technology 
and that calls for furnishings that are compatible with a high quality environment consistent with our vision 
of service in an aesthetically pleasing environment. We are hoping that the public's frequent praise for 
current library services will translate into strong support of our efforts. 


The number of programs the Library has sponsored for the public has been prodigious and reflects great 
effort particularly on the part of the reference and children's room staff.. The director's report will contain 
the specifics of these programs. The programs are funded by a modest Trustee budget and the exceedingly 
generous support of our friends group which currently is under the enthusiastic and capable leadership of 
Ethel (Yang) Connelly. The Friends continue to support museum passes for the public and have been 
forthcoming when an infusion of funds is needed to support special projects 


The North Falmouth Branch and East Falmouth Branch of the library have been functioning well and we 
have tried to maintain these aging buildings with the coordination of help from appropriate town 
departments. 


We have welcomed a collaboration of CLAMS network membership with the West Falmouth Library; 
respecting their autonomy and welcoming their collaborative efforts to expand library services. 


The Board reminds the public that we meet on the second Tuesday of the month at seven p.m. usually at 
The Main Library and welcome the public to visit and observe a cohesive and dedicated Board. 
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FY2005 Highlights: It goes without saying the that major highlight of FY2005 was learning that the 
Falmouth Public Library had been successful in the bid for a state construction grant of $2,761,086 for the 
renovation of and the addition to the main branch of the library. The library placed eighth on the waiting 
list to receive these funds from the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners. In late winter, the 
library introduced wireless access to the Internet for our patrons. With the advent of this wireless system, 
patrons no longer need to sit at computer workstations but can choose any comfortable seat and use their 
own laptops.

FY2005 Circulation 

The Falmouth Public Library circulated a total of 440,554 items in FYO5 which represents an average of 
13.10 items per Falmouth resident. Three hundred thirty seven thousand six hundred and seven people 
visited the three libraries in FY05, an average of 103 people per hour. The library has 26,242 register 
borrowers. 


Reference, Adult and Young Adult Services 

Reference: 

In addition to answering 50,113 reference questions, the Reference Department continued to provide 24/7 
online reference services nine hours per week. They presented Internet tutoring classes twice weekly and 
instruction using the CLAMS catalog weekly. They added several new databases for patrons use including 
Boston Globe Historical, and through the generosity of the Falmouth Genealogical Society, Ancestry 
Luxury Edition, Heritage Quest and New England Ancestors. In addition, the reference staff organized 
discussion groups and other activities for James McBride’s book, The Color of Water, as part of the Town 
Wide Reading Program. 


Adult Services: 

The Reference Department is also responsible for Adult Services. In this role, reference staff conducted 
two monthly discussion groups, a poetry discussion group, and a Great Decisions Group. Seventeen 
authors visited the library for book talks at Breakfast with the Authors Programs and Death and Dessert 
Mystery Author Panels. With the Friends of the Library, the staff co-sponsored the first Murder in the 
Library Mystery Evening. This highly successful premier will surely become an annual event. The very 
busy department also offered craft workshops on origami, papermaking, sailor’s valentines, and miniature 
bookmaking and presented programs on Buying and Selling on EBay, the History of Sailor’s valentines, 
and a concert of Celtic music. 


Young Adult Services: The Young Adult Librarian offered several sessions of babysitting training in 
cooperation with The Barnstable County 4-H program, presented crafts programs, music, writing and 
theater workshops to coincide with school vacation periods, and supported the summer reading program of 
the Falmouth Public Schools. In total the reference staff of the Falmouth Public Library presented 156 
adult and young adult programs with a total of 2,056 attendees. 


Children’s Services 

The Children’s Department provided 437 programs for our youngest patrons attended by 13,193 
youngsters. Six hundred and twenty youngsters participated in the ever popular Summer Reading Program 
called Explore Other Worlds @ Your Library .To coincide with the national election, the Children’s 
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Department held a Picture Book Election in which children registered to vote, were assigned different 
precincts, and heard the candidate’s stories at candidates nights. The winner of the election was Tacky the 


Penguin by Helen Lester. In January the department held a “Tacky” Inauguration. As always the children’s 
librarians offered weekly story times, programs during school vacations and many other delightful 
activities throughout the year. 


Branch Services 

Last year the North Branch held 59 story hours and craft sessions with 1,434 children in attendance. As 
they have in the past, North Branch librarians hosted 10 classes for the North Falmouth Elementary School. 
North also provided meeting space for a “New Mother’s Group” formed to provide support for mothers of 
new born babies. Excellent reader’s advisory services remain a large reason for the enthusiastic support of 
the North Falmouth branch. 


The East Falmouth branch presented 66 programs attended by 383 people. These programs included 
preschool story hours with crafts, young adult book discussions, Kindness to Animals presentations and 
winter holiday open house night. The staff hosted visits from the East Falmouth Elementary School and 
Cape Cod Child Development and Day care Groups. A stained glass pond sculpture by Sue Beardsley was 
placed on display permanently at the library and many patrons were interested in the display of handmade 
quilts by the Bayberry Quilters. 


Homebound Services 

Falmouth’s homebound services librarian delivered 3,383 items to our 145 registered homebound patrons. 
Forty —nine of these were new homebound patrons this year. Most of our homebound borrowers read 
regular print books, a smaller number enjoy large print and books on tape. 


Regional Services 

Interlibrary Loan: As reported last year, FY 2005 was the last year that the Falmouth Public Library held 
the contract with the Southeastern Massachusetts Regional Library System (SEMLS) to provide 
Interlibrary Loan Services for the region. Because of the advent of direct patron loan services through the 
Virtual Catalog and the decline in requests for interlibrary loan, the region decided to contract with only 
one library, Quincy, after June, 2005. Despite that decline, Falmouth’s interlibrary loan department filled 
4,299 requests for materials not available locally. 


Reference Services: 

The library continues to serve SEMLS as a regional reference center. The regional reference program 
included providing direct reference to non-resident patrons as well as reference services to the libraries in 
southeastern Massachusetts who did not have the resources to research their patron’s requests for 
information. As a contracting reference center, reference staff held workshops for member library staffs, 
participated in the Mass Answers project, were active in statewide committees, and wrote articles for the 
SEMLS newsletter. 


Enhancement Services 

Volunteers are an important component of the library enhancement program. Eighty-two library volunteers 
donated 5,019 hours shelving books, shelf reading and cleaning, gathering books for other libraries, 
phoning patrons with information about their requested items, filing, giving Internet instruction, 
cataloguing assisting, programming for adults and children, sorting materials, and overseeing the rental 
collection. 


The efficiently run Friends organization makes a considerable contribution to our library and our 
community. Last year the Friends donated over $20,000 to enhance the video/DVD and audio collections, 
to support our museum pass collection, to purchase computer equipment, and to support the collections of 
the East and North branches. Residents appreciate the time and hard work that the Friends put toward the 
always successful Joy of Learning Series and summer book sale. This past year the Friends helped to make 
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the Falmouth Reads Program a huge success. James McBride the author of the Color of Water, presented a 
program to Falmouth residents thanks to the contributions from the Friends and other local organizations. 

I was delighted to be appointed the new library director in January of 2005. It is a pleasure to serve in a 
community that places a high value on library services and that takes such an interest in library activities. 


Thanks to the members of the community who welcomed me with such cordiality and warmth and to all of 
those Town employees who graciously helped me become familiar with the policies and procedures of the 
Town of Falmouth. Many thanks to the very friendly and very professional members of the library staff, 
most especially to Lynne Mulvey, the assistant director and Janet Theroux, principal office assistant for 
getting me up to speed. Thanks also to former library director, Nancy Serotkin, who made the transition 
from one library director to another seamless because she left behind such wonderful history and 
documentation of the library activities, policies, and procedures. Thanks to the members of the Friends of 
the Library and the library volunteers who diligently strive to enhance library services and to the very 
dedicated and hard working members of the Board of Trustees. I feel very fortunate to have been 
appointed director of the libraries in the Town of Falmouth.

During fiscal year July 1,2004 to June 30, 2005 circulation of books, magazines and books on tape at the 
West Falmouth Library totaled 9,709 , a decrease of 208 from last year. Mary Heard and her committee 
increased our collection to support many wonderful programs and the impressive DVD collection 
continued to grow.

¢ Our Library consultant finished the Needs Assessment and the Board began acting upon many of the 
recommendations. 

¢ The award of the Arthur M. Hennessey Jr. Memorial Scholarship was given to Lucy Mock. 

¢ A wonderful Halloween Party and nut free Easter Egg Hunt was held for children of all ages. 

* Concerts, lectures, book signings and story hours were open to the community.

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The Woods Hole Public Library circulated 20,231 items in FY 2005. This represents an increase of 11% 
over FY2004. This increase is primarily due to the fact that the library began circulating its holdings on the 
CLAMS (Cape Libraries Automated Materials Sharing) system in January of 2005. The library staff and 
trustees are pleased to now be fully and efficiently sharing the library’s resources with the larger Falmouth 
and Cape Cod community. 


The library’s collection numbers 30,826 items: 29,555 books, 701 spoken and music audiocassettes and 
CD’s, and 570 videos and DVD’s, for adults, young adults and children. Materials are purchased with 
budgeted funds and with memorial and gift funds. Authors frequently donate copies of their books and 
individuals contribute books that are added to the collection or sold at the library’s fundraising book sales. 


This year The Woods Hole Foundation funded the installation of UV protective film on library windows 
and the cleaning and restoration of the historic Franklin W. Gifford paintings that are housed in the library. 
A Friendship Fund grant ensured the continuation of the library’s increased open hours on Saturdays. 


Four books sales, an annual plant sale, a benefit performance by the Woods Hole Theater Company of 
“Born Yesterday”, a holiday pottery raffle featuring the work of local potters, a benefit dance with “Is We 
Ain’t” and “Neptune Bay”, a Dixieland concert by Marilyn and Jake Kerwin and Eva Balazs, a 
performance of “Vita and Virginia” by Phyllis Goldstein and Muriel Gould, and a Kids’ Tag Sale were all 
well received community events that raised funds to support the library. The annual appropriation from the 
Town of Falmouth and voluntary memberships along with these fundraising events played important roles 
in the library’s support. 


Many adults and children attended free library programs in FY 2005. These included travel talks, author 
talks and book signings, and poetry readings, along with game nights, a drama workshop, story times, and 
other programs for children. Community groups continued to meet in the library’s meeting room, and the 
two Falmouth Head Start classes came regularly to the library for stories and to check out books. Head 
Start teachers used library materials to supplement their teaching resources. 


Volunteers continued to provide essential support to the library as they worked on projects in the library 
itself, on fundraising events such as the plant and books sales, or to provide programs of interest to the 
community.
